BYRON, Ga. (UPI) - 
Declaring the drug situation 
out of control, physicians at 
the Atlanta International pop 
festival pleaded for state and 
federal help Saturday night 
and urged authorities to de¬ 
clare the entire festival • 
health disaster area.

Governor Lester Maddox, 
contacted in Atlanta, said his 
"Worst fears have oome to 
pass. I think it's been a 
health disaster from the 
moment it was planned. I 
warned about health hazards 
from the beginning.”

■s” from his emergency 
nd for medical help If his 
visers deem It necessary, 
iwever, he declined to de- 
tre It a health disaster.

SEATTLE (AP* - The 
Unitarian Universalist Asso¬ 
ciation voted Saturday to 
legalize use of marijuana and 
asked for an end to discrimi¬ 
nation against homosexuals. 

The annual general assem¬ 
bly of the UUA approved 
those resolutions and a half- 
dozen others at the final 
business meeting. 

Other resolutions called for 
equal rights and opportunities 
for women; for disarmament; 
for an end to the war in 
Vietnam, and a reordering of 
national priorities, with less 
emphasis on military spend¬ 
ing and more on increasing 
the quality of life. 


They also turned down a 
proposal that the United 
States and Canada disarm 
unilaterally. 

The Unitarians’ service 
committee has voted to 
approve a project in Van¬ 
couver aiding persons who go 
to Canada to avoid the draft. 

The board said it approved 
the project "with American 
refugees of conscience who 
have fled to Canada to avoid 
serving in the Vietnam war." 


The association also decided 
It will no longer provide funds 
for a black community de¬ 
velopment program but will 
emphasize instead racial inte¬ 
gration in Ha ranks. 

Delegates voted not to 
refund the Black Affairs 
Council, which annually spent

T HE CANADA DEVELOPMENT Corporation 
which was discarded as “too hot” by the 
Liberal government under Lester Pearson, has 
found approval in principle of the present 
government, and a bill to bring It into official 
existence is likely to be presented at the next 
session of Parliament this fall.

Indeed the whole thing was swept under the 
rug, with the hopes of Liberals like Robert Winters 
that it would never again be uncovered.

Mr. Trudeau’s government however appears to 
see more favorable possibilities for CDC.

Roman, president of Denison Mines, probably gave 
the prime minister the idea that this would have 
been an occasion for CDC. 

Mr. Roman complained that the cabinet’s 
refusal to allow him to sell his controlling shares in 
the big uranium company to U.S. interests was 
"not playing the game” because he claimed no 
similar offer was likely to be made by Canadians. 

Presumably If CDC had been in operation 
Denison would have become a Crown corporation, 
with its shares now standing at less than half what 
the U.S. interests offered. 

It is not difficult to picture how vulnerable 
CDC would be to such situations. The possibility 
exists not only that CDC might have to pay over 
the market for what it wanted, but it is also not 
unlikely that it too might be talked politically into 
buying bad risks as well as ones that might 
eventually prove good Investments. 

Besides in CDC the Canadian government 
could have a tool that could be so aggressively 
nationalistic that it would create more problems 
than it could solve. 

The renaissance of the corporation as a 
government-backed proposal is to be regarded with 
some alarm because of these possibilities.

The original Idea was that Canada Develop¬ 
ment Corporation would be a massive mutual-fund 
type of organization that would raise its capital 
through sale of shares to the public. 

With these funds it would take over a number 
of existing Crown corporations, such as Polymer, 
and would be in a position to assist other Canadian 
companies which needed development capital not 
available through the normal financial channels. 

Further it was Mr. Gordon’s belief that CDC 
could very conveniently step in with cash offers 
when Canadian corporations were seen to be In 
danger of being sold out, or at losing domestic 
control, to foreign investors. 

Whether CDC would compete openly against 
the foreign bids, or use compulsion on file vendor 
to accept the CDC offer no matter whether it was 
the best available or not, was never made 
sufficiently dear.

Anti-Pollution Forces Step Up Pressure 


Nanaimo Court Ruling Means A Whole New Ball Game 


Provincial officials, whose job it is to protect 
British Columbians from pollution, are suffering 
from a growing sense of frustration these days. 

The bureaucrats, who feel they sre serving us well, ire 
naturally hurt by expressions of public disbelief in their 
claims that great progress has been achieved towards 
protection of our environment On the other hand, the 
politicians, who like to think they are impervious to this kind 
of hurt, are merely angry.

Minister Ray Will is ton at anti-pollution forces just over a 
week ago.

State of W ashington Sets an Example 
In Clean Environment Crusade to World 


By DIANE JANOWSKI 

What is believed to be the most advanced anti- 
pollution legislation in North America, if not in the 
world, has been passed by legislators in our closest 
American neighbor, the state of Washington. 

Philosophy of the legislation hi best described in the first 
section of a keynote act creating a department at ecology for 
the state. It reads: 

“The legislature recognizee, and declares it to be the 
policy at this state, that It is a fundamental and inalienable 
right of the people at the state erf Washington to live in a 
healthful and pleasant environment and to benefit from the 
proper development and use of Its natural resources. 

“The legislature further recognizes that aa the population 
of our state grows, the need to provide for our increasing 
industrial, agricultural, residential, social, recreational, 
econcmic and other needs will place an increasing 
responsibility on all segment* of our society to plan, co¬ 
ordinate, restore and regulate the utilization of our natural 
resources in a manner that will protect and conserve our 
clean air, our pure and abundant waters, and the natural 
beauty of the state.” 

For the above mentioned purposes, a department of 
ecology, composed of the state water pollution oontrol 
commission, the air pollution control board, and the water 
resources department and the air pollution and solid waste 
disposal authorities of the health department, was formed 
and came into existence July 1. 

‘Authority to Manage’ 

With these powers, the newly formed depariment has the 
“authority to manage and develop our air and water 
resources In an orderly, efficient and effective manner and to 
carry out a co-ordinated program of pollution control 
involving these and related land resources.” 

A seven-member ecological commission, composed of 
persons with a “general knowledge of and Interest in 
environmental matters,” and including one representative 
each from organized labor, the business community and the 
agricultural community as well as four members of the 
public at large. will conduct Investigations and act as 
advisers to the director of the ecology department and has 
the power, by a vote of five of the seven, to overrule him. 

One of the most important features of the act creating 
the ecology department is a clause saying the legislation 
"shall be liberally construed in order to carry out the broad 
purposes." 

A second major piece at environmental quality legislation. 
was a hard-hitting act dealing wath ail spillage. Instead of 
creating a contingency fund to pay tor clean-up coats In case 
of spillage, the onus has been placed directly on the offender. 
It reads: 

“It shall be unlawful ... for oil to enter the waters of the 
state ... regardless of the cause of the entry or fault of the 
person having oontrol over the oil, or regardless of whether it 
■s the result of intentional or negligent conduct, accident or 
other cause.” 

An “act of God," whkh means “sn act occasioned 
exclusively by violence of nature without the interference of 
any human agency” is among the tew instance* In which the 
offender will not be subject to an additional penalty at up to 
* 20 , 000 . 

In all cases of spillage, however, the owner or person 
having control over the oil, is obliged “to immediately collect 
and remove the same.” If this is not possible, the oil must be 
contained, treated in an approved manner and dispersed. 


Owner Acts or Is Billed 


In the event that the owner does not meet his 
responsibilities, the work can be conducted by the ecology 
department which will then bill him for all expenses incurred 
in the clean-up. 

The legislation, which took effect Immediately, closed v 


with the observation that this act “is necessary for the 
immediate preservation of the public peace, health and 
safety." 

A third act confronts a major American problem by 
creating a Thermal Power Plant Site Evaluation Council to 
study each proposed site of a nuclear power plant and choose 
locations that "will produce minimal adverse effects on the 
environment, ecology of Ihe land and its wik&tfs, end toe 
ecology of state waters and their aquatic We,” 

Location of the transmission lines will also corns under 
scrutiny and public bearings will be held to consider the 
siting of both toe plant itself and-cr its Mnes. 

The process begins when the application is first made and 
a *25,000 bond must be posted to cover costs of all 
government surveys that may be undertaken in study of the 
proposed site. Costs past that amount must also be borne by 
the applicant, but it must first be given a chance to approve 
them or withdraw. 

Even gravel pita will have to file reclamation plans and 
post performance bonds under stringent surface mining 
regulations also adopted at the last session. 


Two-Year Deadline Set 

With exceptions for such instances as on-eite road 
construction, the legislation affects all areas from which 
more than 10,000 tons of minerals (including stone, sand and 
other materials) are produced or more than two acres of 
land is disturbed. 

Whenever feasible, visual screening is required for 
surface mining operations sod reclamation activities must be 
conducted simultaneously with to# mining. All reclamation 
activities must be completed within two years of the finish of 
the mining. 

Prior to granting of any permit for work that would 
disturb streams, the reclamation plan must also be approved 
by the state fisheries department. 

The act will take effect January 1, 1971, and operator* of 
surface mines then in production will have 90 days in which 
to apply tor permits to continue to operate. 

Other environmental legislation came In the form of 
amendments to the pollution control law governing effluent 
standards and litigation. 

Rules and regulations may now be issued governing 
effluents in which the substance being added is itself 
considered rather than toe resultant water quality. 

Any appeals from orders of the waiter or air-poUution 
agencies must be heard by the superior court within 90 day*. 
Any further appeals go directly to the supreme court where 
they must be heard within six months. This legislation is 
designed to prevent pollution from continuing, pending 
lengthy appeals. 

The remaining pieces of environmental quality legislation 
were even more far-righted than those already mentioned. 

One of these, sn open space act, provide* tax incentives 
to persona “to maintain, preserve, conserve and otherwise 
continue in existence adequate open space land for toe 
production of food, fiber and forest crops, and to assure toe 
uss and enjoyment at natural resources and scenic beauty for 
toe economic and social well-being of the state and its 
citizens” 


this section, tbe (ecology) department shall Issue planning and 
zoning regulations which shall govern .... land use and 
development for that portion of the aeacoast until such time 
as . . . local ordinances comply with the guidelines.” 

Seventy-five per cent of costs incurred by local 
governments in developing these plans and zoning ordinances, 
however, are borne by the state government. 

Persons violating the act will be liable, not only for 
damage done, but also for “the cost of restoring the affected 
area to its condition prior to the violation.” In addition to 
this, they can be fined and/or imprisoned, with each day the 
violation continues being considered a separate crime. 

Along somewhat the same lines is an act providing for 
the classifying of rivers in the state because "under 
pressures of continuing population growth, many of these 
irreplaceable resources are threatened with damage or 
destruction.” 

The rivers will be inventoried so as to fall into one of 
three classes and the amount of development to be permitted 
alongside them will depend upon their classification. 

For example, only trails and necessary boat launching 
facilities will be allowed on a Gaas I or natural river. Roads 
railroads and minimal developments may parallel a Gass II, 
or pastoral, river, but these areas must revert to natural 
conditions if the uses are changed. 


‘Actual or Potential’ 

. Gass III or partially developed rivers are those ti«t still 
have "actual or potential scenic values" and these mult be 
managed “to par vent further loss of scenic values, to 
improve existing scenic values, and to restore the quality of 
the water.” 

Scenic sborelands, chosen because of “the natural beauty 
of a proposed site, its uniqueness or character from ecological 
or wildlife preservation standpoints, its utility for recreational 
purposes and any historical or scientific interest” will also be 
inventoried and protected. 

In addition to this Inventory, an Interagency committee 
tor outdoor recreation will study “the whole problem of 
private and public use and management at shorelands areas, 
including both salt and fresh water shorelands,” with a view 
to preparation of further legislation. 

Other legislation provided for the planning of a system of 
trails throughout the state to enable and encourage toe public 
to engage in outdoor recreational activities. These would be 
classified as cross-state, water-oriented, scenic access, urban 
and historical trails. 

The final piece of environmental quality legislation 
passed during the session was a set of appropriations 
providing *150,000 for establishment of two outdoor education 
laboratories. 

The funds will he used to 
plan curricula, not for stu¬ 
dents. but to instruct teachers 
in how to teach environmental 
matters.

substantial number of pollu¬ 
tion control applications is 
enough to chill the blood of 
any bureaucrat. 

At one point earlier this 
year the applications were 
coming in at a rate of about 
100 a week and In one 
particular week the industrial 
division alone received 42 
applications. 

Even if the branch got all 
the extra staff it wanted 
there would not be anything 
like the manpower to handle 
the volume of public hearings 
which would be required. 
With the prospect of further 
court actions, by organiza¬ 
tions like SPEC, the prospect 
for toe future seems to be an 
unlimited bureaucratic snarl.

Meanwhile, the pressure 
upon the politicians to protect 
our environment is growing. 
The public is showing signs of 
determination, is not pre¬ 
pared to allow bureaucrats to 
settle such important mat¬ 
ters, unquestioned, and that 
means there has to be a basic 
change in toe government's 
attitude towards pollution 
control. For to# better, 
natiyaily.

Tax Relief Offered 

Under its provisions, land classed aa “open space,” 
“farm and agricultural” or “timber," will continue to be 
assessed only for “toe use to which such property and 
improvements is currently applied” and the assessor "shall 
riot consider potential use* of such property.” 

(_ space land” to eludes "any land area so designated 

by an official comprehensive land use plan adopted by any 
city or county and zoned accordingly.” 

TTie assessor, however, notes each year what toe true 
assessed value would be and if the land is ever withdrawn 
from its classification as open space, all tax benefits are 
forfeit and accrued taxes must be paid. 

\ Another piece of legislation deals with seacoast 
management and seta as its purpose to ensure “that the 
seacoast be preserved, protected and where possible restored 
so that its value as a public reso ur ce is not Impaired.” 

Although it notes that the seacoast must be managed for 
"aH reasonable and appropriate usee", it is emphatic about 
which uses are to be preferred: “In the case of contacting 
uses, the uses to be preferred shall be those that are 
consistent with oontrol of pollution and the prevention of 
irreversible damage to the ecology and environment of the 
seacoast.” 

Under the act, the ecology depariment is required to 
formulate and adopt guidelines for seacoast management 
wikich wU indude "standards for protectin g , preserving and 
where possible, restoring Ihe seacoast as a natural 
enviro nm ental system.” Hearings must be held before the 
guidelines are adopted. 

Seacoast, as defined by the act, Includes all "other land 
areas, on or offshore, aa are reasonably necessary in order to 
accomplish the -stated policy of tote act,” but there will be no 
jurisdictional problems arising from dealings with lower 
levels of government. 

"Hie comprehensive plans and zoning ordinance* at local 
government* shall comply with the guidelines adopted,” says 
the act. "If ... a local government has failed to comply with

Housing, Starts Off 50 Per Cent 


Quiet May on Building Front 


OTTAWA (UPI) — Housing 
starts in May were 50 per 
cent below the rate a year 
ago. the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corp. has an¬ 
nounced. 

The corporation said 
housing starts, an important 


economic indicator, were 
8.’414 units in May for urban 
centres across Canada, com¬ 
pared with 16,800 in May last 
year. 

For the first five months of 
1970, housing starts totalled 
37,686 units, 43.2 per cent 


below the same period last 
year. 

Starts of single-family 

house* were 35.7 per cent 
fewer than last year for the 
first five months, while 
apartment dwelling starts 
were 51 per cent below Last 
year's level.

A terrace of 14 houses is 
being assembled in James 
Bay as a competitor to 
massive high rise apartment 
buildings that dominate this 
old area of Victoria. 

Island Community Projects. 
• new Victoria firm, is 
aiming to provide individual 
homes at prices the average 
person can afford. 

Their cut-costs program Is 
based largely on pre-fabrica¬ 
tion. 

James Place, the site of the 
company’s first project, Is on 
Beckley Street, near Mac¬ 
Donald Park. The wails, 
floors, partitions, cupboards 
and fittings are manufactured 
tn the company's factory — 
one of the old sheds in the 
Victoria Machinery Depot 
shipbuilding yard. 

Norman Worsley, president 
of the company, admits die 
principle of prefabrication is 
far from new, but it has been 
neglected In this part of the 
world. 

★ ★ ★ 

“Once we get the bugs 
ironed out we hope to be able 
to produce at least three 
housing units a week," he 
said. 

The James Place homes are 
of two storeys. The concrete 
foundations and the concrete 
block dividing walls — filled 
with sand to deaden noise, 
were built in the traditional 
style. 

The rest is being brought in 
by truck in sections, which 
are lifted into place by mobile 
crane before being hammered 
into place. 

“Each home will have 
about 850 square feet of floor 
space with two bedrooms and 
bathroom upstairs and 
kitchen, dining room and 
living room downstairs,” said 
Worsley . 

An additional feature is a 


patio facing each individual 
back garden. 

"These houses will be sold 
on strata titles, and each 
owner will have a one-four¬ 
teenth share of the commun¬ 
ity facilities - such as parking 
and laundry room,” he added. 

“We are planning to sell 
them at $17,500 each, but hia 
includes many extras such as 
fridge and range, wall-to-wall 
carpets and fitted asseasoriea 
all of which are aimed at 
enabling a young couple to set 
up bouse at minimum outfit¬ 
ting cost.” 

* * * 

With the B.C. government's 
second mortgage of $5,000, 
Worsley hopes the down pay¬ 
ment may be kept to as low 
as $500. 

Secretary and architect for 
Island Community Projects is 
a South African, Douglas 
Cowin. who has had experi¬ 
ence in this type of business 
in other parts of the world. 

"Starting up is always 
difficult,” he said. “The whole 
success of the scheme 'de¬ 
pends on accuracy in the 
assembly plant, and it takes 
time to train a crew to get 
.things oo that they will fit like 
a glove.” 

However he seemed pleased 
with the initial project, and is 
looking forward to starting on 
a single unit patio style 
assembly in the Sidney area 
as soon as the James Bay job 
is finished. 

★ * * 

“Eventually we will build 
the complete home in the 
factory and move it in one 
piece by fiat-bed truck to the 
site where the foundations 
have already been prepared.” 

Worsley and Cowin, who 
are associated with the engin¬ 
eering consultant firm of 
Willis, Cunliffe, Tait and Co. 
hope eventually to produce a 
house that will sell for 
$15,000. 
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“We think there are a lot of 
people who are tiring of living 
in apartments and who want 
a place that is all their own,” 
said Worsley. 

He does not expect to run 
into any great marketing 
difficulties. 


The James Place houses 
have an almost flat steel roof 
and are clad with aluminum 
sheathing on the top storey 
and vertical wooden sheathing 
below. Die inside partition 
walls are covered with prefin¬ 
ished panels of exotio plywood 
aiid double sliding glass give 
way to the patio from the 
living room.

For the 
remainder of the course the 
wind, which often reaches hor¬ 
rendous strength, Is nearly 
always a crosswind. 


Particular features at the Old I 
Course are the seven fast] 
double greens, beautifully kept' 
but incredibly tricky, and the 
huge sand traps which dot the 
undulating fairways and guard 
the putting surfaces. 

The traps ware arigfenily dug 
as shelters for sheep to huddle 
in against the bitter east wind 
Many are deep enough to hkie a 
squad of men. A goiter who 
finds sand at St. Andrews might 
as well accept the fact he’s lost 
a riwt. there's virtually no 
chance of blasting out onto the 
green. 


Finding the fairway with a' 
good drive isn't as difficult as 
elsewhere — there's plenty of 
track between tee and green at 
most holes — but having a level 
lie it the exception rattier than 
the rule. That’s just another of 
the tough old course’s unfriend¬ 
ly features Most times a golfer 
is several feet below or above 
hia ball.. But the course can he 
tamed. Nicklaus proved it in 
1964 when he shot a record- 
equalling aix-under par 66 and 
coupled it with 68 for the lowest 
final 36 hole* ever in the Open. 

It wasn’t enough to give 
the U.S. goiter (he title.

practice. British Ryder Cup 
player Bernard Hunt is the only 
other man to shoot 66 at SL.

But those two rounds by 
Nicklaus are well remembered 
and added to the "Golden 
Bear’s" fantastic record in this 
tournament — he has been out 
of the top six only once in the 
last seven — they make him a 
strong challenger.

The only foreigners on the 
menu arrived'with the selec¬ 
tion of cheeses, which in¬ 
cluded some of the best that 
France and Denmark have to 
offer along with a variety of 
local products. The only dis¬ 
appointment on the menu, 
and that’s a matter of taste, 
is the coffee. British coffee is 
an acquired taste which I find 
impossible to acquire. 

* * * 

The amazing and astound¬ 
ing moment comes when the 
diner gets his bill. The meal 
costs 25 shillings complete, 
with an additional 18 pence 
for coffee. This works out to 
13.50, which is more than 
bargain in any currency. 

The British haven’t learned 
the Canadian method of more 
than doubling wine prices. 
The most expensive cham¬ 
pagne of 1961 vantage was 
offered for 17.50. A 1964 bottle 


of Burgundy from Beaune 
was served for about 53.50. 

The sparkling Deinbard 
Moselle from Germany was 
served for S4.50 in this hotel, 
which is 15 cents less than the 
liquor store price here. It is 
easy to^bnderstand why such 
a tiny hotel can offer 30 wine 
selections when toe prices 
make It easy for the diner to 
experiment. 

The Ferry Hotel offers 
rnemorahle dining and seta an 
example that not one of our 
local establishments of any 
size can emulate. It’s small 
wonder that this little hotel 
and its reputation are not 
advertised to tourists. Local 
residents keep it busy. 

* * * 

If any of our Innkeepers ore 
wondering how to keep their 
establishments busy in toe 
w i n l e rtime, they might 
ponder the example of the 
tiny but highly successful 
Ferry Hotel where superb 
quality and reasonable prices 
have proven the formula for 
success. 

It’s a far cry from the 
mixture of carrots, peas, and 
corn out of a can which 
constitutes the mein course 
garnish for the majority of 
our local dining rooms.

Over-infla¬ 
tion can cause tire damage by 
reducing the ability of the tire 
to absorb road shocks. In¬ 
correct inflation of trailer 
tires reduces the driver’s 
control of the oar and trailer, 
the council said. 

Vacationers are advised to 
establish the size and ply 
rating of their trailer tires 
and use pressures recom¬ 
mended by trailer makers 
and in tables distributed by 
the council. 

Pressure should be checked 
when tires are cool.

Soviets Take Canadian Boat 
For Wild\ Eight-Knot Ride 


Nine Russian trawl¬ 
ers swept through an 
anchored Canadian trail¬ 
er fleet off the west 
coast of Vancouver 
Island early Saturday 
morning, dragging one 
Victoria boat along for a 
wild one hour ride before 
its anchor chain broke. 

Pretest* have been aent to 
federal Fisheries Minister 
Jaok Davit, and it it expected 
that official protests will be 
taken up at a ministerial level 
with Russia. 

Victoria fitherman Jack 
Williams reported by radio¬ 
telephone Saturday that he 
had tost 1300 worth of anchor 
gear from his 48-foot trailer 
Sea Beam, off Bamfield. 

“The Russians came 
through at about 2 a.m.," he 
said. “There were 27 Cana¬ 
dian boata anchored over 
•bout a 10-mile area, tome 20 
mllet off-ahore, and at least 
nine Russian boats came 
right through the middle. 

“My boat was the unlucky 
one. 

“One of the trawterweaught 
my anchor chain and dragged 
the boat first sideways at 
aboijt four knots, and later 
head on at about eight knots 
before the chain parted — it 
was a wild ride and a rude 
awakening for me." 

U.S. Boat 

He said he had heard that 
an American boat had been 
damaged off Deception 
Island, also by the Russians, 
but he bad no confirmation. 

The Canadian fleet had also 
been disturbed on Friday 
night, he said.

“The Russians came back 
and released his anchor,” 
said Williams, past president 
of the Pacific Trailers Associa¬ 
tion. 

A fisheries department 
spokesman confirmed that the 
incident had been reported 
And said the patrol boat Tanu 
was Investigating. 

“This happened outside our 
jurisdiction, so there is no 
question of our being able to 
take any action,” he said. 

“A report will be made and 
the matter referred to higher 
levels." > 


“I expect it will be taken up 
at the diplomatic level,” he 
added.

Elliott McGeary, executive 
editor of Generation in the Mid¬ 
dle, says his test will strike most 
middie-agers as a fraud—a con¬ 
clusion middie-agers have about 
most psychological self-tests.

Roger Miller hasn't had a 
bit in nearly three yean. And 
the blame might be put an his 
disastrous television show. 

The 34-year-old native of 
Forth Worth made it big in 
1964 with a song called Dang 
Me and the strung of smashes 
which followed was big and 
long. King of the Road, 
England Swings, Engine, 
Engine Number Nine, Walkin’ 
in the Sunshine, In the 
Summertime, The Last Word 
in Lonesome is Me and 
Kansas City Star. 

Miller had an incredible 
knack of putting the everyday 
expressions into his songs and 
making them fit — one way 
or anothen 

He started out in Nashville, 
playing fiddle in Minnie 
Pearl's hillbilly band, working 
briefly as a hotel bellhop and 
singing for 350 a night 
wherever be could.

His King of the Road was 
recorded by 125 artists. 

Then came Hollywood and 
NBC. 

Miller's weekly series was a 
total disaster and the show 
was cancelled. 

That led him to lose 
confidence in himself. New 
songs became more in¬ 


frequent and his personal life album. The Gilded Palace of 
began to take a turn for the Sin, but nonetheless do pretty 
fair with this. High Fashion, 
Lazy Days and If You Gotta 
Go are ones to hear.

WASHINGTON (UPI) ~ 
The space agency reported 
Saturday it Is using a ship- 
satellite technique to measure 
a curious depression in the 
sea surface over the Atlantic 
Ocean's deepest hole. 

The depression, dipping as 
much as 80 feet below normal 
sea level, is directly above 
the Puerto Rico Trench, a 
five-mile-deep trough roughly 
900 miles long east Id west 


and 120 miles wide, according 
to the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration. 

Since June 23, the Apollo 
tracking ship Vanguard has 
been sailing back and forth 
above the trench making 
precise navigational and 
gravity measurements. 

While making its surfaot 
meat urements, the Van¬ 
guard's radar tracks NASA's 
geodetic earth orbiting satel¬ 
lite, Geos-2, as it soars 
overhead. • 

S c i entists attribute the 
"cavity” in the ocean surface 
to an unusual distribution of 
mats beneath the sea floor.

RELUCTANT CACTUS (E. J., Vic¬ 
toria) — There are quite a few poaiible 
reasons why your Christmas cactus 
refuse* to bloom, but in your case I 
would say the moat likely reason is lack 
of sunshine — a north-facing window is 
the wrong place for thia plant. 

Zygocactus (the Christmas cactus) 
needs sun in winter with some shade in 
summer, and should be outdoors during 
the summer months in a site where it 
can enjoy a bit of sunshine in the 
morning but can drowse‘in the shade 
during the hottest part of the day. In 
winter, grow it in a sunny window, well 
removed from radiators or other 
sources of fierce heat. 

It is important, too, to see that the 
Christmas cactus is not exposed to 
artificial light during the evening hours. 
Like the chrysanthemum and the 
patosettia, it takes its cue to start 
blooming from the dimishing hours of 
daylight in the fall of the year, and if 
the day length la artificially prolonged, 
the plant may refuse to form blossom 
buds.

It is true that overhead watering will 
wash away the protective coating of 
insecticides you sprayed or dusted on 
the leaves, leaving them exposed to 
attack, but more and more gardeners 
are turning to the new systemic 
insecticides which enter into the sap 
and work from the inside, so can't be 
washed off.

BLACK RASPBERRIES (A. S-, 

Sidney) — Black and purple raspberries 
do not,push up suckers from the roots 
In the way the red varieties do, and to 
get more plants It is necessary to tip- 
layer the canes. 

In late summer the tips of selected 
canes are bent over and buried in the 
ground, pegging them down if necessary 
to keep them from whipping out in the 
wind. By the following spring these tips 
will have rooted themselves and may be 
cut loose from the parent plants and 
transplanted elsewhere. 

The pruning, too, is a little different 
from that of the red raspberry. A 
couple of inches ib nipped off the tips of 
the canes when they reach a height of 
30 inches in the case of the purples, 24 
inches in the case of the blacks. This 
tipping causes the canes to push out 
side shoots on which the fruit is borne. 
The following spring these laterals are 
shortened to eight inches, then after 
bearing its fruit, the whole cane is cut 
away right down to ground level. 


FORGET-ME-NOTS <C. M a c P ., 
Maple Bay) — Your garden book is 
quite correct in stating that the Forget- 
me-not is a hardy perennial, but I think 
it pays to treat this plant as if it were a 
biennial. 

Old plants become straggly and lose 
their compact form. Moreover, large 
plants have a habit of rotting during the 
winter months; water collects in the 
centre of toe plant and the rot spreads 
outwards. 

A good way to maintain a constant 
supply erf vigorous young plants is to 
pull up toe oldsters fa late spring or 
early summer and throw them on the 
ground an a bit of raked soil under a 
shrub or some similar shaded place. 
The discarded plants will ripen and

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We lived in a British 
Ceuta bt Highwayman motor 
hema tor tour weeks ... 
touring Wales and England 
*.. and liked it so much we 
plan to have one shipped back 
to Victoria. It should arrive in 
time tor the hunting season 
and the real test on our 
Vancouver Island logging 
roads. 

We studied all the available 
travel vehicles for hire in 
Britain before we decided on 
the Bluebird Highwayman, 
designed by Caravan Inter¬ 
national, which, incidentally, 
is now moving into the 
Canadian market. 

It teemed to have all the 
comfort we needed for a 
month of travel ... propane 
stove and refrigerator, sink 
and running water, chemical 
toilet, wardrobe, plenty of 
work space in toe kitchenette, 
dinette which made down to a 
small three-quarter bed that 
would sleep two in a pinch, 
and a settee that made down 
into a full double bed, plus 
ample storage in overhead 
shelves, cupboards, under the 
settee and dinette seats and 
ever the cab.

High Street 

Full standup-walk through, 
self-containment comfort 
made this just about toe ideal 
vehicle tor our requirements. 

We weren't disappointed 
when we picked up our motor 
home-for-a-month at Stevens 
Garage, 94-102 High Street, 
Hampton HID, Middlesex, in 
London. 

But, a half-hour later we 
were terrified as we drove 
that six-toot, six-inch wide 
vehicle through five o'clock 
heavy bank holiday week 
London traffic ... on the 
wrong side of the road for us. 
and with a vehicle body that 
extended one toot behond the 
cab on each side, which threw 
our width judgment away out 
of kilter. 

- We managed somehow and 
a few days later those narrow 
British rmuk looked almost 
wide enough to drive along 
and presented little problem. 

Gypsy Month 

But, that is another story 
and we will toll about our 
Gypsy month in Wales and 
England in an Islander Maga¬ 
zine feature in late July or 
early August 

As our readers know, we 
have been thinking of ex¬ 
changing travel vehicles for 
four or five months now. We 
have been trading every three 
years, although we are per¬ 
fectly happy with our present 
travel wagon, which will be 
up for private sale shortly. 

We have been looking at a 
number of luxurious motor 
homes and travel wagons 
available in this country ... 
most of which would have 
pressed our budget con¬ 
siderably. 

Probably the single factor 
that sold us on the British 
Commer Highwayman was 
the vision from its wide 
picture windows. 

Front Yard 

Wife Taffy and I sat on the 
settee while perked in the 
front yard of her home in the 
mountains of North Wales, 
overlooking toe valley farms, 
the quaint Welsh seaside 
resort town of Nefyn, the 
miles of sandy beaches, and 
the Irish sea ... on a day 
before rain comes you can 
see Ireland and nearly always 
you can see Anglessey at 
night. 

The last time I had gazed 
over this magnificent pano¬ 
rama was VJ night when the 
Welsh peoplecelebr ated 
around a huge bonfire in the 
village green of Nefyn and 
sang lovely Welsh songs with 
their voices reaching our ears 
on top of the mountain ... an 
experience I will never forget. 

We were back after 25 
yean taking in all the 
magnificent splendor through 
toe huge picture windows of 
toe Highwayman motor home. 

We thought ot the tiny 
windows that feature most 
Canadian and American 
campers and motor homes. 

One Thought 

This was a view that might 
be matched, but couldn't be 
beaten anywhere in the world. 

Taffy looked at Me and I 
looked at her and with a 
single thought we said: 
"Wouldn’t this be nice to take 
home?" 

The vision was probably toe 
deciding factor, because we 
just haven't seen anything on 
this continent to match it. 

It actually brings the out¬ 
doors Into the vehicle and as 
far as we are concerned the 
chief purpose of a travel 
-wagon is to get outdoors and 
not to be confined in a 
ccnviently-equipped box, like 
some of our travel vehicles. 
You might as well be in a 
town apartment. 

We pictured ourselves 
beside a Vancouver Island 
wilderness lake watching the 
trout dimple the placid water 
and the sunset over the 
mountains. 

Its layout of tbe equipment 
was another big factor, espe¬ 
cially the dinette seat and the

settee which stretch along one 
entire side of the vehicle, 
providing a place fix- father to 
lie down and rest after a hard 
stretch o f driving, while 
mother uses toe standup 
corridor in toe centre to cook 
up a quick meal in the 
handily arranged kitchenette 
which stretches along the 
other side of the vehicle, with 
plenty of room left for her to 
entertain a visitor or two 
without disturbing father's 
sleep. 

In cur research on this 
continent Into the mini-motor- 
home field, only toe Balboa 
(not yet obtainable in Can¬ 
ada) and the Triple E (Al¬ 
berta-made) motor homes can 
match this settee, plus 
dinette feature, but they are 
both still In toe luxury-price 
bracket with showers and 
features a little rich for our 
pocket hot*. And unnecessary 
for our travel requirements. 
Otherwise, you have to go to 
the big luxury motor homes 
for tois combination. 

Price and economy of 
operation were other deciding 
factors. 


and lies across the vehicle. 
When not in use the hunk can 
be rolled up and neatly stored 
behind toe backrest of the 
settee. 

As an optional extra further 
bunk may be supplied, which 
when in use b suspended 
alongside the first bunk. 

When not in use, toe bunks 
can be rolled up and neatly 
strapped behind toe backrest 
of the settee. ^ 

The area above toe cab is a 
large storage area, extremely 
useful for bulky objects. like 
sleeping bags and bedding, 
which can be quickly stored 
away when the beds and 
bunks are not in use. 

The deep full-length win¬ 
dows on either side incor¬ 
porate a large sliding panel to 
the rear of each. 

In toe roof a 31 inch by 19- 
inch elevating skylight is 
fitted. 

The Highwayman is insulat¬ 
ed throughout with glass fibre 
wool to protect from extreme 
heat and cold and to prevent 
condensation. 

Not an inch of space has 
been wasted in this versatile 
motor home, which Is well 
suited for the weekend and 
vacation traveller ... and 
available at a moderate cost 
... a type of vehicle which is 
not realty being produced yet 
on tois continent. 

Other Items 

This is a functional self- 
contained vehicle, designed 
for use, without the wall-to- 
wall carpeting, flush toilets, 
and other luxury items which 
make motor homes on this 
continent into mobile home* 
for retired and wealthy 
travellers, rather than 
vehicles far the average out- 
doorsman. 

The Highwayman is 
powered by a four cylinder 
o.h.v. 1724 cc. 62 horsepower 
engine at 4,000 rpm, with 90 
pound-foot torque at 2,000 
rmp, has 6.70 by 15 six-ply 
tubeless tires, 12-volt 38 amp 
battery, transitorized interior 
lighting, nine gallon gas tank, 
is 15 feet, two inches long, six 
feet, six inches wide, eight 
feet, five inches high. 

It is one of the Rootes ' 
vehicles, like the Sunbeam 
and Hillman, and can be 
serviced by Chrysler dealers 
on this continent. 

We wonder how suitable it 
will be for logging road travel 
here, but Its performance in 
Britain, indicated it will be 
fine. We took it up some 
pretty rugged country In the 
Welsh mountains ... on roads 
and hills comparable to any 
we would normally find here. 

On the motorways we 
travelled in the truck lanes, 
but found no difficulty in 
passing trucks, caravan 
towers and the more moder¬ 
ately driven cars, with power 
to snare. 

Obviously w e were im¬ 
pressed. We plan to buy one. 

Three Nights 

As a rental during your 
British holiday it adds untold 
pleasure, provides much more 
opportunity to see the coun¬ 
tryside and you have no 
accommodation problems. We 
slept for three nights parked 
on the street in London, and 
one night when we stayed late 
to see the Queen, Princess 
Anne, Prince Charles. Prin¬ 
cess Margaret and the Queen 
Mother at Windsor, we left it 
too late to bother finding a 
compslte, so we simply spent 
the night in a perking lot 
under the shadow of Windsor 
Castle and rose the next 
morning to see the changing 
of the guarrf, with the Royal 
Family in attendance. 

We parked alongside rivers 
where we ocuight trout almost 
from the motor home back 
door. But all that is another 
story. 

Rental of the motor home Is 
less than 3100 a week, mile¬ 
age included.

Much More 

We can land this vehicle in 
Victoria with all taxes paid 
for a little more than 35,000. 
Even thepcheapeat of tfie van 
conversions here would coat 
much more and we have been 
looking at vehicles to the 
39.000 bracket. 

The Commer Highwayman 
gives 21 miles to toe gallon 
which is quite a consideration. 

But, we are going to miss 
toe solid comfort of our 
Econoline travel wagon, with 
all Its extra features like 
heavy duty springs, limited 
slip axle, heavy duty motor. 

Wife Taffy made toe final 
decision. She is ready far a 
vehicle in which she can 
stand up to cook and make 
the beds ... and she Is more 
budget-minded than I am. 

It is surprising bow well laid 
out this highwayman motor 
home is in the 10-feet behind 
the seats to the driving cab, 
which is about toe same 
amount of space available to 
vans on this continent, a little 
less space than in some of the 
newer ones... 

Just inCase 

We thought about convert¬ 
ing a van on tois continent 
and took all the measure¬ 
ment* just in case. 

There ere no side doors on 
this Commer van conversion 
and that allows more latitude 
in layout planning. 

On the left of the vehicle as 
you enter toe full-height back 
door is • large Dun-length 
hanging wardrobe, which 
doublet as • toilet o esnp art - 
ment. 

On the inside of toe door h 
a folding partition which 
unfolds, converting the rear 
corner of the vehicle into a

■mall separate area which is 
ideal for changing and toilet 
use. Just pull the bandy tieup 
curtain on the rear window. 

Opposite the wardrobe, on 
the other side of toe High¬ 
wayman, is an integrated 
storage unit, containing at toe 
base two long, deep drawers 
which incorporate a device 
that stops them from sliding 
out while travelling. 

At the Side 

Above these, and opening at 
the side of the unit, is a 
general purpose recessed 
shelf and at toe top is a 
cupboard containing two large 
■helves and a lipped base. 

Forward of toe wardrobe is 
toe kitchenette unit, contain¬ 
ing a sink and drainer, 
supplied with fresh water 
from the under-floor 10-gallon 
storage tank by toe un¬ 
obtrusive Whale tiptoe foot 
pump. 

Beneath the drainer is 
ample storage for cutlery and 
cockery which can be reached 
by folding down the flap in 
front of toe sink. 

A large two-door cupboard 
is located under the sink unit. 

Adjacent to the sink is a 
two burner hot-ptate and grill, 
mounted over a Morphy 
Richards Astra! gas re¬ 
frigerator. 

Pots , Pans 

If you cah do without the 
refrige ra tor you can have a 
stove with oven and a cup¬ 
board for pots and pans, but 
in our -28 days of British 
sunshine travel we found the 
refrigerator indispensable. 


Both the top of the sink unit 
end toe hotplate-refrigerator 
are covered with formica 
flaps, which when raised act 
as splashboards. 

Forward of the kitchenette 
an inward-facing bench seat 
unit is fitted to either side of 
toe Highwayman. With hinged 
lids the area beneath one seat 
is vented to the outside and 
provides propane gas storage 
and some other. storage 
space, the other seat provides 
plenty o( additional storage. 

For the dining purpose* a 
free standing table is placed 
between these Beats and when 
not in use can be folded up 
and neatly stowed, completely 
out of sight, behind either of 
these bench seats in the 
specially tailored housing. 

Legs Folded 

At night the table, with legs 
folded, may be rested be¬ 
tween the two bench seats 
and when covered with toe 
seat backs toe whole unit 
becomes a comfortable fully- 
upholstered large single, or 
chllds’ double bed. 

Facing the kitchen area is 
toe large settee, which at 
night may be drawn out, and 
with the cushions folded flat 
becomes e four-foot by six- 
foot double bed. 

Underneath this is spacious 
storage. 

Further storage is found in 
the roof-mounted sliding cup¬ 
board on either aide of toe 
vehicle. 

Each Highwayman is fitted 
as standard equipment with a 
full-size bunk which fits on 
the struts just behind toe cab

BYRON, Ga. (UPI) - 
Declaring the drug situation 
out of control, physicians at 
the Atlanta international pop 
festival pleaded for state end 
federal help Saturday night 
and urged authorities to de¬ 
clare the entire festival a 
health disaster area. 


Compounding a d i s i n t e- 
grating situation was the 
crush of traffic surrounding 
the 250,000 revellers at the 
festival. Ambulances could 
not get to the site to haul 
away persons suffering from 
drug overdoses, and a helicop¬ 
ter was dispatched from Ft. 
Benning to assist in the 
evaeuation. Flares were 


making a free affair. Rock 
fans continued to flock to the 
festival grounds despite inter¬ 
mittent rain storms. A giant 
fireworks display was sched¬ 
uled after midnight but fire¬ 
crackers burst from time to 
time during the night, at 
times scattering the sea of 
humanity. 


The sweet, sticky odor of 
marijuana filled the night. 
Sellers hawked their wares on 
foot through the crowd and at 
roadside stands. 

A huge American flag hung 
upside down near toe stage. 
Several of the rock fans 
dressed in flags, as ponchos 


or stoles. One long-haired 
youth was observed eating a 
watermelon and wiping the 
juice from his chin with a flag 
thrown around his neck.

Sea Surface 
Dip Measured 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The space agency reported 
Saturday it is using a ship- 
satellite technique to measure 
a curious depreMion in the 
sea suriace over the Atlantic 
Ocean's deepest hole. 

The depression, dipping as 
much as 80 feet below normal 
sea level, is directly above 
the Puerto Rico Trench, a 
five-mile-deep trough roughly 
300 miles long east to west 
and 120 miles wide, according 
to the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration. 

Since June 23, the Apollo 


tracking ship Vanguard hai 
been sailing back and forth 
above the trench making 
precise navigational and 
gravity measurements. 

While making its surface 
m e a s urements, the Van¬ 
guard’s radar tracks NASA’s 
geodetic earth orbiting satel¬ 
lite, Geos-2, as it soars 
overhead. 

Sc-i enlists attribute the 
“cavity” in the ocean surface 
to an unusual distribution of 
mass beneath the sea floor. 
This causes deflection of the 
pull of gravity, which is 
ordinarily vertical.

Talks between the carpen¬ 
ters' union and the Construc¬ 
tion Labor Relations Associa¬ 
tion collapsed after a 10- 
minute session during the day 
with government mediator 
Charles Stewart. 

Stewart's term has ended, 
os have those of other 
mediators involved in the Job 
of trying to bring an end to 


the lockout of 10 unions that 
began April 14. 

The carpenters, last of the 
unions involved in talks, said 
an attempt would be made to 
have Stewart’s term ex¬ 
tended.

In the meantime, the union 
has planned special meetings 
of its 37 provincial locals. 

Ed Fay, secretary of the 
B.C -Yukon Building Trades 
Council, told the Colonist the 
carpenters would not be 
asked to accept or reject the 
last proposal from CLRA —- 
an increase of $1.20 an hour 
over two years. 

"The offer isn’t new and 
the locals will simply be 


brought up to date on what 
has transpired” Fay said. 

CLRA president C. J. Con- 
naghan Mid the union had 
made no counter offer to the 
$1.20 proposal. 

He said the offer amounted 
to a 23.9 per cent increase 
and would give carpenters a 
wage of a shade over $1,000 
per month — based on a five- 
day week.

“The Russians came 
through at about 2 a.m.,” he 
said. "There were 27 Cana¬ 
dian boats anchored over 
about a 10-mile area, some 20 
miles off-shore, and at least 
nine Russian boats came 
right through the middle. 

“My boat was the unlucky 
one. 

“One of the trawlers caught 
my anchor chain and dragged 
the boat first sideways at 
about tour knots, and later 
head on at about eight knots 
before the chain parted — it 
was a wild ride and a rude 
awakening for me.” 

He said he had heard that 
an American boat had been 
damaged off Deception 
Island, also by the Russians, 
but he had no confirmation. 

The Canadian fleet had also 
been disturbed on Friday 
night, he said.

At present elephant seals, a 
rare species, do not receive 
protection In B.C. waters j- 
neither do sea lions, killer 
whales nor hair seals.

our roadside weeds. 

The weed with a royal name 
grows in many lands, but botanists 
say that It most likely had its 
origins in the countries around tha 
Mediterranean. The plant was 
known to Greek writers 500 years 
before Christ. And even In’ that 
faraway land and time, different 
varieties of carrots including wild 
carrot were being experimented 
with as a medicine and a food. 

Anyone for carrots? Even though 
Queen-Anne’s-Lace is related to tha 
domestic carrot, it bears little 
resemblance to the domestic vari¬ 
ety, being much smaller and 
tougher, and being white like • 
parsnip, because it lacks the caro¬ 
tene which gives the domestic carrot 
its rich orange color. 

Just a weed with a royal 
name—not at all in the same class 
with the orchids, lilies or roses, but 
still ohe of the small wonders of 
creation—when old Mother Nature 
was in a laoe-making mood. 


Queen -Anne's - Lace is 
an elegant name for a 
weed! Wild carrot and 
bird’s nest are other com¬ 
mon names for this 
pretty weed, but Queen- 
Anne's-Lace suits it best, 
as the dainty flower heads 
or umbels are made up of 
a number of tiny white 
flowerets, often with a 
single pui^nle floweret in 
the centre of each umbel, 
resembling a lace doily in 
miniature.

A hopeful tight dawned to fits 
major’s eyes. When Alexander ap¬ 
peared sated, he took up the chain. 
Hurrying the languorous Hon, 
Poodam walked till he sighted 
Cblonel Klngcombe still half way Bp 
ft stout second-growth fir tree* 

At foe foot of this fir the major 
made feat one end of the cow-chain.

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**■»• Ibis warn *Aso true ef several picture 
service*. AH they had to do was reflect the 
■isi wi al. Once they had it they then faced ths 
problem at getting it to Seattle. 

For some time I had had connections with 
sa va sa l at the Independents, Including the Seattle 
Tinas, New York Times, San Francisco Chronicle 
■ad lx* Angeles Times. When their represent*. 
If ves arrived they contacted me and asked me to 
Jotii thek pool sad advise them an any local 
renditions which would affect them and also, to 
w rits background material, which could be done 
la advance and Sled on the wires. When I 
motioned that Victoria had been the outfitting 
place for the Klondike Gold Rush they, asked ms 
Id write a story comparing it frith the arrival erf 
Pm refugees. 

On the morning of the day Jefferson was to 
arrive I found the men in our pool very edgy. 
They suspected the other groups would be pulling 
something. One of our men expressed his fears 
this way: 

"Look here. You know that guy from the UP, 
he’ll be boarding the Jefferson off Cape Flattery 
and steal the show on us." 

"How’s he going to get to Cape Flattery?” I 

asked. 

"Oh, he's a smart cookie, probably take a 
plane end drop aboard.” 

"Couldn't do that, U would be against 
hnsnigration regulations.” 

"Who'd care about that? Why in New York 
we'd puM something like that." 

"But this isn’t the United States. Ibis is 
Canada. Nobody here would attempt that. Suggest 
you get it out of your head." 

"Just the same, those other guys are up to 
something." 

This is the way it went all day and I finally 
suggested that if the/ played games that way, 
■thy not fake the pictures now. 

"How?" he asked. 

"There is s photographer tip the street, a 
friend of mine, Howard Chapman, and he’s got 
toe negatives of the fire that destroyed part of 
New Westminster. One fire’s the aarne as another 
and who’d know the difference. If you miss the 
pictures on toe Jefferson you’d have these as 
substitutes* then take a chance on being found 
aut” 

Our pool went into a huddle to Mck that plan 
around but they ruled it out, ruefully. 

So they fumed and fussed, chain smoked, 
nibbled at food, took an occasional swig and 
considered other alternatives. It was surprising 
toe schemes they came up with. 

Much depended on the time of arrival of the 
Jefferson at William Head. Word came that the 
■top had passed Chpe Flattery and would be at 
toe Head around 7 on Saturday night. Tras would 
rim things close as planes, if used, would have to 
be over Seattle before dark as there were no 
landing lights in those days and the planes were 
fragile affairs. 

Our pool had flown a little seaplane in from 
Beattie and the intent was to have it take off srith 
fee pictures from (he Inner Harbor. 

In order to save time I suggest e d to oar pool 
Brit we have the plane at WHMam Head and, 
■hen pictures wer e obtained, to pass them to the 
•Bat and tell him to take-off. Tbey agreed to this. 

Victoria was attve as the tone approached for 
■» arrival of the refugee atrip- The can was 
Hade at the E m pr es s for all newsmen and 
esmenamen to proceed to a dock and board • 
tugboat, which would take us to William Head, 
ritare arrangements bad been made to permit 
toe party to embark, once the yelow flag was 
Sown and the ship bad her quarantine clearage. 

There was a mad scramble up the 
Wanpemnnway when (he tug closed alongside the 
Jefferson. Our group had to locate pictures, they 
ildot have a sure tiling like the newsreel outfits, 
wirich would pick up films addressed to them. 
Our group fanned out over the ship, (adding 
passengers and offering money for pictures. 

One of our group got on the tail of a man who 
Gad a roll of film, postcard size, undeveloped. He 

wanted 51.500 for it. 

Exclusive pictures came high in those days 
■od, when, our group failed to dig out any other 
toots, the decision was made to pay it. It was 
■such like buying the well-known pig in a poke. 

Our plane, which was in the shelter of the 
tmy. was signalled to come alongside. The 
valuable roll of film was passed to the pSot who 
was told to hightail it to Lake Union, then rush 
Id toe office of the Seattle Times. It would be 
•ouch-end-eo as twilight was dwindling. 

The appearance of the plane threw aS the 
utoer groups into confusion as they couldn't get 
toeir films away until after the Jefferson berthed 
Is Victoria, when K would be really dark. 

Anxiously awaiting films in Victoria was a 
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Curtis Seagull flying boat, with a well-known 
First World War flier, at the controls. He was 
Buster Matthews, now of Nanaimo, who, during 
the Diefenbaker regime in Ottawa, represented 
the Coal City In the House of Commons. This 
craft was under charter to the Illustrated News 
of Los Angeles, owned by Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
Jr., who was a frequent visitor to Victoria and 
had a summer place at Sproat Lake. 

Bill Willi* was the Illustrated News’ 
representative and had flown here to board the 
Jefferson and pick up a consignment of pictures, 
which he would take to Seattle, then hop a special 
land plane and fly to San Francisco, with 
intervening stop* for fueL He would also take 
pictures at the refugees who were on the ship. 

Willis, as well as the other rival newsmen, 
was fit far a heart attack or stroke when he knew 
our plane was winging its way to Seattle. His only 
hope was that it would crash or be farced down 
by darkness or engine failure. 

During the run of the President Jefferson 
from WHHam Head to Victoria we interviewed the 
refugees. They described Yokohama and Tokyo as 
"Dante’s Intemo, Yokohama a giant torch,” and 
three-quarters of the houses were uninhabitable. 
They fcrid of the banks of one river being drawn 
together, with hundreds losing their lives in the 
giant squeeze. HiHs toppled and mountains 
ooflapaed. Looters hacked the fingers off the dead 
to get their rings. 

Fresh food and other provisions, which were 
taken out on the tugboat were prepared far the 
ref ug ees and the physical strain of their ordeal 
began to disappear from their faces as they were 
©werhelmed by Victoria hospitality. 

When the ship docked and was cleared by 
customs and kim ri gration officials, taxis hustled 
the newsmen back to the Empres s Hole!, whe s e 
we knocked out stories for the Sunday editions in 
their home towns. 

It was evident there was a racking 
nervousness building up among our pool mem¬ 
bers. Was there a picture on that roll that could 
be used? they questioned. Would the plane pet 
through? That’s the time when finger nails 
disappear. 

A halt was called In the file of stories as the 
telegraph Hnes out of Victoria were Jammed with 
copy. We sat back and waited far zero hour, when 
the news would be rel ayed from Seattle as to 
what the film contained. 

The ring of a telephone brought a hush. Then 
Is happened. The managing-editor of the Seattle 
Times called to say that they got one good 
picture, they had splashed it aH over the front 
page and the paper was on the streets and being 
gobbled up by anxious readers. 

That relieved the tension for our group and, 
ss was always the case in those days with hard- 
nosed newsmen, they frit the bottle. 

It was. however, a bitter pRI far TOlHs, who 
had decided to wait until daylight before 
attempting the flight to Seattle. Now he had to 
get through that night. He talked It over with 


Mathews, who advised against the attempt* 
Takoff might be safe but landing on water in ths 
dork presented perils. 

Willis wss adamant He bad to get toruug ki 
feat night as the opposition had a trig jump am 
trim and hi* only hope in beating our pool wife his 
pictures In the big market wss to owntalie-oar 
plane on the leg to San Francisco. 

When we knew he would make the attempt 
we w e r e ranoerned far the safety of his plane. 
When we heard the pilot start the motor dose by 
the hotel in the Inner Harbor we w en t out te 
watch. Hie plane taxied outside the harbor and at 
16.40 was airborne. We watched the plane's 
navigational lights flarii as it s t ru g g led tor height, 
then came the susfrieioas sound at t motor 
malfunctioning. 

The plane w en t into ■ feaBow dive Is an 
attempt to ease the burden on (he motor. Zt 
picked up, but it vras only ■ momentary gasp of 
life. 

Matthews straggled wife Ms machine mid 
hoped to set ft down in the blackness on the 
surface, which was hard to discern. He had 
concluded that the machine was overloaded as it 
carried Wfflls and another passe ng er and himself, 
plus ph o tographic equipment and the valuable 
films, which fee President Jefferson had brought 
across the Pacific. 

Matthews had the plane lined up and leveled 
00 far a landing but he wss blind to his potent 
danger, floating debris. 

There was ■ splash as the plane contacted fea 
water, then . . . a CRASH! 

A floating log tipped the plane over on its 
back and the three occupants were upside down* 
strapped in their seats. Quickly they cut tha 
release and surfaced, then climbed on to the 
wreckage, which fortunately floated for awhile, a 
few hundred yards off the Breakwater. They 
hoped their plight would be noticed and they 
would soon be rescued. 

The pilot boat, which was standing by to take 
fee pilot off the President Jefferson, when she 
proceeded to Seattle, moved off from Its station 
in a burst of speed as Its captain had been 
watching what he considered a foolhardy effort 
by the plane. 

Three thoroughly wet and dejected men 
dknbed from the wreckage on to the pilot boat, 
thankful to be alive, but, shocked at the loss of, 
not only the pictures and their equipment, but 
also the plane itself. 

Thus ended a dangerous effort to win a race 
in the days when pictures were all-important far 
news coverage, but getting them delivered 
presented enormous difficulties. It aH seems ao 
strange when, today, we consider the simplicity 
of instantaneous delivery.

In the good old days, which the old foils 
frequently refer to, there wai much drama In the 
Bad scramble for pictures and their distribution 
by railroad and steamers, and, then the 
appearance of air mail. 

One of the furious episodes of that period 
Occurred In Victoria, when the refugees from the 
devastating earthquake in Japan arrived. j 

On Sept. 1, 1923, Tokyo and Yokohama were 
almost wiped from the face of the earth by 
several violent quakes. The bottom of the harbor 
at Yokohama dropped three feet, setting up wild 
Waves, swallowing up hundreds of sampans and 
other small craft Fires swept through the 
Immense area of levelled buildings and residences 
and all services were destroyed. The loss in 
human life, was finally set at around 100.000, 
while file total damage ran into the billions of 
yen. 

Survivors, mentally disturbed, roamed the 
Wrecked streets, naked. 

Hie only communication between Japan and 
Vie rest of the world was by cable and, owing to 
Ibe high toils, wily sketchy stories of this 
overwhelming disaster we r e received, pictures 
were out of the question. 

TNeo ships, which operated out of Victoria in 
*ie Oriental trade, the Empress of Australia, 
flying the house flag of the CPU and the President 
Jefferson of the American Mail line, were 
quickly involved in the rescue operations. Capt. 
Eamual Robinson, who was master of the 
Australia, became a national hero. His ship was 
berthed in Yokohama when the main quakes 
■truck and she bucked like a bronco as file 
heaving waters took hold of her, snapping 
■flooring lines. 

Only through Robinson's superb seam a nshi p 
wss Australia able to escape to a safe anchorage. 

For several days Japan was swept by an 
Additional 1,000 tremors, which terrified toe 
•rtoabttanis. The Europeans and Americans living 
there, searched tor means to escape toe 
contortions of the land. Empress of Australia 
offered some hope but the best chance appeared 
to be on the President Jefferson, which pulled 
Into Yokohama on Sept. 2 and was heading far 
Victoria. 

Capt. F. R. Nichols, master of Jefferson, 
went ashore and offered the ship’s stores to 
the refugees, but. once free of Ms supplies, he 
was Inundated with requests from Americans 
who wanted to get out of Japan. When he Anally 
cleared Yokohama for Victoria he had 4ffl 
refugees aboard and 100 other passengers. He 
•Iso bad a large crew. President Jefferson would 
take at least 11 days to cross the Pacific and he 
eould obtain no additional supplies. Rationing was 
Imposed and the few remaining drugs and 
medicines and medical equipment were ear¬ 
marked for the badly Injured refugees. 

Capt. Nichols alerted Ws enmoeny's offices In 
Beattie of his difficulties and appeals for beip 
were flashed. Premier John Oliver of British 
Columbia pressed Ottawa for assistance. 

Radio messages from the President Jefferson 
•ontinued to tell of the plight of the refugees, 
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moot of whom were destitute, and of the shortage 
of lood. The ship could expect no help until she 
reached Victoria, unless a transfer at sea ootdd 
be arranged. This, however, had to be discarded 
as valuable time might be lost in making the 
transfer. 


Fred W. Jones, president of the Red Cross 
here, added his voice to the appeals and the 
Seattle Red Cross arranged to send doctors and 

nurses here. 


Ottawa ordered the medical superintendent at 
toe WilMam Heed quarantine station to prepare 
accommodation tor the refugees who wished to 
disembark at Victoria. Funds were started in 
many cities to provide help for the quake victims 
and Victorians contributed several thousand 
dollars. 


It became apparent to the news services that 
fids would be the most important story in the 
history at earttxmakes. The world was awaiting 
details erf the catastrophe and it particularly 
wanted to see pictures, Victoria would have to 
appease fids hunger and, consequently, live up to 
its reiwtation of being one of the best news 
centres in the world. 

Two days before the Jefferson was due to 
arrive on Sept 15, numerous reporters and 
cameramen began to invade Victoria. In all my 
years as a newspaperman I cannot recall a larger 
or more influential representation. 

These are aorae at file organizations which 


sent men here: Associated Press, Nattosial 
Editorial Association. United Press. International 
News Service. Fox Films, Pathe News, Liberty 
News Films, Universal Services, Seattle Times 
Boston Globe, New York World, Minneapolis 
Tribune, Seattle P.I., New York Times, San 
Francisco Chronicle, Los Angeles Times, New 
York Sun, San Francisco Examiner, Los Angeles 
Herald, Oakland Post Inquirer, Seattle Star, along 
with several Canadian papers and toe 
Canadian Press. 


Half of the second floor in the Empress Hotel 
was converted into a huge news room. Tha 
Western Union sent a battery of telegraph 
operators and technicians from Seattle and 
prepared to handle the millions of words which 
would be despatched to the waiting presses all 
over this continent. Numerous telephones were 
installed, with special long distance facilities. 
Dozens of typewriters were positioned. 

As the time of Jefferson's arrival neared the 
reporters had to re-orient themselves. They had 
to sidetrack their sympathies for the refugees to 
the hard realities of getting the first break with 
their stories and pictures. It was a day when 
“scoops’* were highlights of the profession, very 
rewarding and, on them, could hang the future of 
a newsman. 


The independent reporters knew that the 
Hearst's services expected pictures and stories to 
be aboard the ship from their representative* la 
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aaady-to-wear, gents* furnishings, hardware —H 
furniture; even a pastoffioe. 

In the meantime, good headway was made at 
■m power plant, the line gangs erecting poles to 
fee mine, town and smelter sites. AH of this work 
was carried on throughout summer and winter. 
And, believe me, scene of the winters here could 
be very hard. I think the men who worked 
■trough these early construction yean at Anya* 
iae w ved a lot of credit. 

After the main road from the dock to the 
■nelter site had been completed, buildings of all 
descriptions began going up along each side of tha 
road. There was a sawmill and brickyard, tha 
mlH having a dally cutting capacity of 25,000 feet 
board measure, the brickyard a capacity of 2,500 
bricks per day. In the same vicinity were the 
paint shop and the foundry. This was, in fact, 
quite a good foundry, as castings of all shapes 
and sire* up to eight tons were made here from 
east Iron or brass by the 13-man crew, under the 
able direction of foreman Bill O'Neil. 

Close to the sawmill was the main carpenter 
shop and tin feop. Also in this area were a 
number of bunkhouses and some roominghousea; 
all were one-storey wooden structures built on tha 
eastern bank of Hidden Creek. Two of these 
tarpaper-covered buildings housed some of our 
Chinese friends. 

A bridge was buBt across fee creek at this 
point, connecting fee. town with the Flats. 
B etween this creek and nearby Falls Creek was 
yet anofeer roorainghouae, a long one-storey 
s hut tin e wMh a corridor through it* centre, and 
rooms on each aide. During fee winter of 1912-13, 
(Ms house caught lire, flames sweeping through 
fee corridor. There were no casualties, fortu¬ 
nately, as most of the occupants present escaped 
feroufe fee windows. After this fire, the company 
■ mwhMcted two new roorrdnghouses, of two and 
feree stories respectively — and of concrete — 
about 200 feet from the former site. 

These houses were weH laid out; moot rooms 
were for double occupancy, containing two steel 
single beds, a dressing table with looking glass 
and four drawers, two chairs, a small rug 
between the beds, and a wash basin in a comer, 
wife hot and cold water. A four-fooMw* fee* 
behind the door had hooks underneath for hanging 
clothes, and there was overhead ligting, with 
extensions to the head of each bed for reading. 
There were Minds and curtains to each window, 
and the rooms were steam-heated. 

They were kept very clean, rooms being 
brafeed out and tidied, and beds made, every 
day. The linen was changed twice a week, fee 
Boar washed once weekly. At the centre of each 
■oar was a washroom containing nine wash 
basins, showers and lavatories. And, each room 
had its own outside entrance. 

The work of cleaning, bed-making, and the 
Ke, was done by the Chinese employee s , who Ad 
• good Job and were wel Iked These two 
eow c ret c roomtoghouses housed about 300 men. 
Ths double rooms rented for J10 per month, and 
tongle rooms w e r e available for 315 a month. 
Sven at these reasonable rates, there were some 
man who grumbled! 

One of the town's more Important bufldingi 
was erected an fee site of fee ftre. This was a 
messhal, a concrete buflding seating about 250 
mb at a time, wife a* fee latest inwu v em e nts 
hi fee way of kitchens, cold storage, bakery and 
hanky. A high standard of food and service was 
maintained at the reasonable rate of one dollar 
pm* day. The staff consisted of an American chef, 
Chinese corks and kitchen staff. The banker was 
English, the manager of fee laundry Scottish, and 
fee large staff of waitresses were of many 
nationalities 

The wa i tre s ses made d in gs very plea— nt, as 
Meet men, after working out in fee heavy 
weed i er, or inside fee smelter, a ppreciated a 
■tOa service with their meals, esperiafiy team fee 
tedr sex. Quite a number of these fine girls 
became engaged to worker s , end upon marriage 
moved into one of fee company houses, made a 
home, and raised fine children. 

I must ask fee reader’s Indulgence d I seem 
lo have described fee construction of Anyn* in too 
great detail. But I am trying to show that Anyoac 
was not just another “company town." Back in 
fee teen years of this century, there was a lot of 
talk about company towns in B.C., both for and 
•gainst. The newspapers seemed to be mostly 
against them, and to me, at that time, it looked 
very one-eided, as if they were listening only to 
die opinions or wishes of real estate speculators 
of which Vancouver and Victoria had quite a 
number, 

I lived and worked in two company towns. 
Any ox and Ocean Falls, for 10 years, and visited 
others over a period at 20 years. Yes. we used to 
aoraplain at time*, but apart from being isolated,

towns were far superior lo moat of fee "open" 
towns of that day; and even superior to fee cities, 
for that matter. 

The housing was good, with water, Hght, toilet 
and bath In every home, tocludlng telephone if 
you wished.There were medical and hospital care, 
at reasonable rates, good schools, lots of 
entertainment — and no taxes, which were paid 
by the company. H the family breadwinner was 
willing to do a fair day’s work, he had a steady 
Job; and this was what married men with 
families wanted most of all. 

If there was something missing in a company 
town, it was a slum area. This, you found in moat 
open towns and cities. 

Despite these good conditions, not to mention 
fee financial benefit to the province, ft seemed 
feat the opposition to company towns had made 
headway in 1917, the minister of lands, the Hon. 
T. D. Pattullo, agreeing to pressure the Granby 
Co., among others, to subdivide Its site at Anyas 
into an open townsite. 

The following excerpts are from an article an 
this subject which appeared in the Mining and 
Engineering Record of 1917: 

"... At the present time there are six 
Important industries operating at outlying points 
In B.C. where those controlling the large capital 
employed In these industries bstve found it 
necessary, in order to make them attractive to 
their employees, and to scours and retain ths 


necessary labor, to provide as many as possible 
of the benefits of town or community Hfe ... As 
necessities to these industries, good houses fear 
families, mesa and bunkhouses for single men, 
stores, entertainment halls, water supply, sank 
tation, light, heat, street, parks, etc., have had 
to be provided and form as essential a part of 
the Industry as the buildings and machkxry 
necessary thereto. 

"The houses are let at rentals which barely 
cover fee coat of upkeep. The stares are 
conducted at profits as small as possible to cover 
the coat of operation, and owing to fee fact feat 
these companies are able to purchase In large 
quantities at cafe prices in the best market*, 
they are able to supply the employees at less oasf 
than they would have to pay private merchant*. 

"The men are boarded at rates which leave 
little or no margin. Any profit* derived from 
these sources are, m • rule, applied to 
betterment of conditions for the employees and 
form no pari of the profits or revenue of tha 
industries ..." 

Readers must remember feat *H of this was 
as far back as GO years ago. Yea, Anyax was a 
company town. But it was a fins place to work, 
and a fine place to live, and it seems a shame 
feat the forest has reclaimed the pleasant homes, 
the sturdy bufldingi, and the plank streets which 
I, my family, and many other*, enjoyed so tong 
•go.

I im by the newspapers that the 
' provincial government has moved 
to encourage the establishment of 
a “long-sought” copper smelter in 
the province. It is strange but so 
true: history does indeed repeat 
itself. 

For B.C. faai had a major copper smelter, at 
the former town at Anyox. Today nothing remain* 
el IMs once-thriving community, even though, 
during its quarter-century lifespan, Anyox was 
the largest copper mining and melting plant in 
the British Empire. 

Alas, time changes everything, and now not 
even a ghost town remains in the forest, altoough 
major mining interests are still active throughout 
this northern region. 

I have told how Anyox was begun In 1910 by 
toe Granby Co., after irregular macing ventures 
in the area since the first white proa pec tor* 
passed through in 1874. During the years 1902 to 

1910, development to the amount of J2O0.000 had 
been carried out by J. T. Hills and M. K. Rodgers. 
Hills concentrated on the Hidden Creek Mine, 
while Rodgers concentrated on his second option. 

Building a small crib dam above the falls on 
Falls Creek, hi /an a water flume to the power 
house he had constructed at the base of the cliffs 
below the falls, about one-eighth of a mile from 
his dam. In this power house was a fair-sized 
electrical generator, an auxiliary diesel engine, 
and two air compressors, the air being piped to 
toe mine, one and a-half miles to the north. 

Rodgers also built a general headquarters, 
consisting of 10 bedrooms, a large dining room, 
and a good-sized kitchen, at tidewater on Goose 
Bay. This building was later known as the club 
house. 

Before the Granby Co. examined the Hidden 
Creek property in 1910, prior to its purchase k» 

1911, considerable work had been done at the 
mine, and a small dock had been constructed at 
the beach. Joining the dock were some of the first 
buildings erected in what was to become the 
booming town at Anyox. These were the "beach 
rooms" (boarding house) and the messhall, able 
to accommodate 50 men. Hiere also were the 
employment office and a log cabin which later 
was used by the B.C. Provincial Police constable. 

When the dock became too small to 
accommodate the increased shipping, the com¬ 
pany had a large buoy anchored in the bay. The 
barges made fast to this buoy and the freight was 
brought ashore in scows. 

Hie road to the mine, about a mile and a-half 
to the north, followed the "side-hill,” as we 
always called it (actually the base at the 1 hillside) 
from the dock and was constructed of wood 
toroughnut, mainly two-by-12 planking laid side by 
side crosswise. This was widened and Improved 
when the Granby Co. was ready to build at the 
minesite. Large bunkhouses, a messhall, and a 
number of residences, with all modem con¬ 
veniences, were built; also a library, the 
superintendent's office, and storage buildings. 

The bunkhouses were two stories high, with 
basements containing shower baths, drying rooms

and lockers for the workers' clothes arranged 
along the walls. The ground floors were divided 
into separate rooms, but the upper floors each 
consisted of one common room furnished with 
cots, which were called toe "bullpen*." 

At the beach, logging off toe first section of 
toe townaite, laying the main road, and erecting 
residences had already started and were well 
underway. Here, too, wooden bimkhouses and a 
messhall were built. At that time toe intention of 
the Granby Co. was to ship all the ore to tfaa 
smeKer at Tacoma. Further development of toe 
ore bodies, which proved to be greater than 
expected, prompted toe firm in 1911 to send in a 
team of experts to examine toe mine, water 
power, towns!te, and, if justified, choose a 
smelter site. Their unanimous report was that a 
smelter should be built at tidewater on Gooae 
Bay, now named Granby Bay. 

After toe company had deckled to build toe 
smelter, work on every section of the project was 
greatly stepped up. toe company now having to 
concentrate on enlargement of the dock, towns it* 
and power plant at the beach. They also had to 
lay a railroad to toe mine and smelter sites to 
handle the heavy machinery and supplies for this 
large undertaking. As soon as larger seotiora of 
the townaite at the beach were logged off, the 
surveyors got busy. 

Three trunkline sewer* were installed, else 
streets, of two-by-12 planking, were laid so as to 
follow toe contour of toe land. During this period, 
more bunkhouses and an enlarged messh&H had 
been completed, down on what was known as the 
flats. At the same time, men were workh^ on the 
(•earing of the railway right-of-way, while others 
were building the No. 1 power home and 
constructing the No. 1 dm. 


Tet others were busy on the «V<dk; as tot 
water here is very deep, they were a Me to baM 
it parallel to the shore. The depth is such, to tost 
that an oceangoing vessel could dock even at Isa 
tide, the tide having a maximum ri«c and MB to 
23 feet. When finished, the dock was 800 feat km 
by 50 feet wide, with two sets of railway tracks, 
and three seta of travelling os* bunkers whfch 
moved with the electric cranes. 

Across the townsite, the necessary matos far 
a 60-pound pressure waterworks system was* 
laid, with connections to a& buildings. Vbto 
hydrants were installed at al main buildings and 
•t key points. The toms was to consist *f to 
houses, each having either three, five, or s aw 
rooms, with bathroom, and serviced with atooMM 
fight, water and sewer connections. Other 
buildings were a large recreation hall, wMto 
doubled as a theatre, with a billiard and pod 
table below. A very completely equipped hoapRto 
with the latest X-ray equipment, etc., and staffed 
by three doctors and a number of nurses, was 
built also. Every provision was made for taking 
owe of any sick or injured. 

Then there waa a modern, 45-room hotel, w44b 
steam heat, hot and cold water, and telephone 
•ervice In every room. A two-storey ofllce 
building contained the telephone exchange and, to 
the baaement. a steam plant to heat the oOtosa, 
hospital, hotel, recreation haB and general store. 

During this busy period, a fireproof cenemto 
hiding warn erected at the west end of toe dock. 
Three atonies high, it waa 117 feet long and to 
feet wide. This was to be operated by the sosn 
pany as a very complete department store, com¬ 
prising groceries, meat department with modem 
refrigerating plant, drygoods, drugs, ladies'

NO SHRINK NEEDED 

DEAR HELOISE: 

Here is my solution to the 
problem of the opening edge 
of cardigan sweaters shrink¬ 
ing when washed; 

Take the measurements of 
the opening edge before 
washing.

ABOUT TABLE TOP COOKERY . . . 


The key factor to food cooked right at the table is the charing dish. Meet charing 
dishea have two comportments . . . o shallow top pan or blazer ia used for the cooking. 
The bottom pan, called a Bain Marie is for hot water, wed in the same way as the water 
container of a doable boiler. For dishes requiring direct heot we use just the Maser. For 
dtohea that require the gentle heat of o doable boiler . . . cream sauces, deseert sauces, 
etc., we combine the blazer with the Bain Marie. 

Fondue pots are of metal or earthenware . . . these are used over direct beat. 
The fuel . . . the canned Stereo heat works beautifully for food that needs little cook¬ 
ing time. The liquid Stereo is for sustained heat, it needs a special burner Unit and 
should never be used in an open fuel cup. 
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remove cabes aad poor warm chocolate zaaea 
over Ice cream balls.

maligned Here was again In the headlines. Thia 
lime newspapers recorded her obituary; the 
haunted schooner had been loat off Ctayoquot. 

Clearing Seattle, Nov. 17, 1899, Capt. Warren 
had proceeded only as far as'Clallam Bay when 
forced to seek shelter, hia rotten command 
threatening to buckle underfoot In the raging 
teas. Below her heaving decks was a general 
cargo which Included everything from 750 barrels 
of beer to a prefabricated church. Also included 
were 1,800 barrels of Hme. 

I When the weather cleared temporarily, Capt. 

I Warren headed into the Strait. But another gale 
descended and aging Hera oould take no more; 
her seams opened, flooding seas igniting the lime. 
Hera was doomed. 

For 24 terrifying hours, the schooner's 
frightened company had battled with pumps and 
hoses, inspired to remain at their posts by the 
encouraging words and smile of the purser. Mis* 
Mabel Shirk. “No one could have a fear" fan her 
stalwart presence, said Mate J. A. McIntyre upon 
reacue. 

With each passing hour, dying Hera was 
beaten closer to Vancouver Island and the 
■nleashed monster below decks gained on a 
retreating crew. Their only hope lay in reaching 
land before the fire broke free of its bonds. 

When the flaming schooner drifted Into 
CSayroquot Sound, Warren dropped anchor, then, 
with Miss Shirk, her father, and two seamen, 
successfully launched the schooner's single boat, 
to row frantically far shore through mountainous 
waves, their bucking craft threatening to capsize 
with each blow. Somehow they reached shore, as 
a daring rescue team composed of Oayoquot 
settlers raced to the Hera to save her 13 
p a mn incng crewmen. 

Capt. Warren had intended returning for his 
panic-stricken crew until warned off by the rescue 
party who, upon reaching the blazing wreck, had 
faced a greater danger: Here's remaining 
company, terrified, lined her humping side, ready 
to leap into the lifeboat the instant it came 
alongside. Realizing thia would swamp her and 
km them aR, one of the rescuers balanced himself 
agafaat the plisiging waves and raised an axe 
ever his head, yelling he would use it on the first 
man to jump. 

It was rough diplomacy but it wotted, the 
seamen calmed immediately and rescue pro¬ 
ceeded without accident — although certainly not 
without further Incident. 

When all were ashore, they had looked up, 
mouths agape In astonishment, as the eerie 
spectre, flames soaring skyward, phantom pilot 
at her helm, drifted easily through the rock- 
studded channel between Stubbs Island and 
Torino. Steadily onward, past Felice Island, she 
followed the difficult course around island and 
through channel, untfl drifting ashore on the mud 
Bate, ablaze from stem to stem. 

So died the good schooner Hera. She had 
worked hard, suffered long. Never again would 
dying men curse her mythical name. 

But if Hera was gone, she was not forgotten, 
newspapers recalling the Shakespearian tragedy 
In which she had played over a decade earlier 
For among the hundreds of hardy seamen who 
bad slung their hammocks In the schooner’s 
cramped fo'c’s'le over the years, had been a 
yowg man who had called himself George 
Orixxne. Face roughened by years before the 
mast, he looked Hke any other able seaman of the 
age. If shipmates sensed a difference, it was only 
that be kept to himself. 

But George Osborne was indeed different — 
tie sixth Earl of Aberdeen. Years before, he bad 
run away from the family estate. With his 
father’s passing, he had become the new earl. 
Detectives were hired to take up his trail, 
fallowing the tortuous path from ship to ship, port 
fa port. Always they were one ship astern, one 
port too late. 

Finally the dogged hunters located a 
Richmond, Va., pawnshop in which he had 
di^Maed of jewelry, a watch and a rifle. Each 
*em was undisputably identified by the family 
•rest. Closing the gap, detectives continued to hds 
next atop, "a southern port, "where they learned 
be had shipped before the mast, bound for 
Auatralte on the schooner Hera. 

Triumphantly, they booked passage aboard 
fastest steamer bound for the lower continent, 
•nd when Hera waddled her weary way Into 
Melbourne’* outer harbor, the detectives met her 
by launch. Eagerly climbing aboard, they had 
aaked for the seaman, George Osborne, to be told 
be had been loat at sea during a storm. Upon 
•**mlr>etion of his effects, investigators found 
"abundant evidence that proved George Os bo me 
•"d the Earl of Aberdeen were . . . one and the 
•ante." The long search for the minting heir wwa 
ended.

In May, 1969, a Port and, Ore., expedition 
searching for the grave of the U.S. fur trading 
step Tonquta, shattered by explosion during 
Indian attack in 1811, located what appeared to be 
tie remain* of the Ill-fated American schooner 
Hera off Oayoquot Sound. Subsequent fovestiga- 
tion revealed the wreck to be that of the barque 
Coloma, immortalized in northweat marine lore 
by the courageous overland dash of British 
Columbia's "Grace Darling.” Mirnae Paterson. 


But it is the Hera in which we are interested. 
Some details of her infamous career and tommy 
and have been given In these pages, Ipcfuda n g 
mention of her tenuous link with British royalty. 
But remarkably—there is more, including a very 
similar play which was enacted upon toe 
provincial stage some years afterward, and 
Indicating that, if lightning indeed does not strike 
toe same spot twice, It certainly comes done! 


Beaten-built in IMS. the 400-ton three-master 
tad known adventure from toe beginning. She 
looked like many sister craft which steadfiy plied 
toe sea*, challenging storm and reef to deliver 
varied cargo**. Yet Hera was to know more than 
toe ordinary; she was to experience infam y an d 
sorrow during her career of SO years, dying, 
unmourned, In Vancouver Island's Graveyard of 
toe Pacific. 


"Like a thief In toe night, or • *eep-fcMng 
dog. afraid to face the light of day with honest 
men looking on, the piratical-looking exoft crept 
past the city, silently and without noise ..." Thus 
toe Hera’s arrival in Seattle in October, 1899, was 
recorded for posterity by Ihe Seattle Daily Times. 


Ships of every description, age and oondtttan 
eame and went regularly Airing toe hectic year* 
at the Klondike erus, few exciting editorial 
comment beyond glowing descriptions of valuable 
cargo. Hie bitter g r ee t in g for Hera came a* the 
result of a terror-filled voyage from Home; a 
voyage of which awed passenger* spoke in hashed 
tones of toe "dead, dying, crazed and crazy, 
week, tottering and famishing." 


When the Blue Star Line’s decrepit workhorse 
limped from Nome, her 200 passengers weS knew 
toey were in for a rewgh passage, that, 
overloaded, undermanned, aixl rotten, she 
promised nothing more than to reach her 
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It is diffleutt to comprehend, today, toe 
dangers which passengers faced in going to sea 70 
years ago. The demand for shipping during the 
ru*h of 1897 saw dollar-hungry businessmen press 
every bottom into service. No matter test the 
hulk had rusted on a mud bank for years, that Its 
timber* were almost transparent after too many 
years of hard service and neglect As long ae It 
Boated—barely—and its patched boilers held 
enough steam to maintain headway. It wa# good 
enough to entrust hundreds at lives to one of the 
worst stretches of coastline braved by mariners. 


Such was the fate of Ihe Hera. She was old, 
she was tired—but she floated. 


des tination. Accommodation wotid be oramped 
and unsanitary, toe food Inadequate, 

But this time, of all Ihe hazards tying toe 
ancient veterans of the gold Beet, Hera faced yet 
another: starvation. For toe food, guaranteed to 
be "afl right, plenty at it, and wholesome and 
good," failed on afl points. 

Within days, “meat, sugar and butter 
disappeared from Ihe bill of fare. Ihe meat 
consisted of salt horse and a limited supply of 
canned mutton. The supply of dried fruits seemed 
to consist from Ihe first of only one box of dried 
peaches, enough to supply the tables with peaches 
three times, and prunes twice. As to potatoes, 
acme of the passengers aay that not a potato was 
seen aboard the ship. The only thing there 
seemed plenty of was flour. The ship never ran 
out of that, and the last four day* the biM of fare 
was bread made from so u rdo u gh, and coffee." 

To make matters worse, the salt horse "was 
counted a very poor quality by some of the 
passengers interviewed. Of this there was enough 
by rationing it to last up to four days ago, when 
the last of that commodity was gon*. Then it was 
flour and water." 


Then, even toe water ran out, passengers 
being saved only by a providential radnfaH. 

For two of Hera*# watering company, relief 
tame too late. J. S. Ryan of Sacramento 


withstood the ordeal far three weeks, as old Hera 
struggled southward. Weakened by mat]nutrition, 
exposure and lack of ventilation, be had beeotna 
delirious, wondering the odd decks in bare feat 
before sympathetic hands carried him beta*. 
Hours later, tore* weeks out, Ryan died and wwb 
buried at sea. 


George Lcroby soon followed, Hcth* at 
mal nutri ti o n, typhoid and neglect. 

Days passed, with Hera stifi for foora port, 
drtayed by opposing winds, and starvation faced 
surviving passengers who were on ratio**: dry 
bread and tepid oaf lee Then there was no mors 
coffee as the ship wa running low an water, until 
toe welcome rains. 


At last Hera raised Cape Flattery, pass** 
word of her plight to the vessel Lakme, which 
Instantly headed to part to notify authorities. 
Finally, toe tug Sea Lion and cutter Grant 
steamed to the rescue, towing Hem kite port 
after dumping meat, potatoes and other suppfias 
upon the becalmed schooner’s deck. 

Anchoring “in the upper bay, dose In agabwt 
toe foul-smelling fertilizer factory," Capt J. U 
Warren—“It certainly appeared as If he wanted 
to bide and have his arrival pass unnoticed” — 
abandoned his "famished and dying" passengem 
to get ashore as best they oouM.

A FEW NO-NO’S 
Should your kite come down, 
L ping the line over trees, bouses 
power lines, don't try to drag the 
. Hu, nhctnclpa. You are 


almost sure to tangle your kite out 
of reach and lose it or create a 
' hazard. Simply untie the kite, pull 
the line, retie the kite and launch 
afresh. Simple, safe and sensible! If 
you are doing aerobatics give 
yourself enough room that in case of 
a crash, the kite doesn’t come down 
into water, brambles, trees, or lines. 

FOB SAFETY’S SAKE 
.Fly In open fields away from 
power lines (especially during rain), 
buildings, trees, and traffic. 

Use only kites made of non- 
eortductive materials such as plas¬ 


tics. Avoid water-absorbent ma¬ 
terials such as woven line. Definitely 
avoid aH metals in the kits 
framework or in the line. 

SUMMARY 

K all you got out of toe above 
instructions was to have the kite 
properly shaped and to begin with a 
great deed of line (200 feet, plus), 
you should have 90 per cent chance 
for success. The rest is common 
sense. Good dying, Charlie Brown! 
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Just the opposite of what you think. 
Many people think a kite should be 
cupped to "catch" the wind. Nothing 
could be further from the truth, for 
a cupped shape will only cause the 
Hte to roll on its back or spin. The 
proper shape is attained with the 
frame curved away from the wind 
to allow M to ride the wind much 
like skis ride over snow or water. 
Kites with wooden braces can be 
shaped by bowing them with string 
tied to either end; plastic cross¬ 
braces can be bent by hand anytime 
shaping is required. This applies to 
most single-planed kites. 


BEGIN WITH PLENTY OF UNE 
OUT 


Wien winds are light, turbulent 
m obstructed near ground level, 
P»«ty of line is required to reach 
the steady upper winds. Plenty 
means 200 to 350 feet of line 
stretched out across the field, made 
taut, and the kite then pulled into 
tie wind from the end of the line. 
This may be done (if you are alone) 
by laying the kite belly-downward on 
the ground, stretching out the Bne 
and then pulling it up. from the end 
Of the Hne. 


If you have a helper, one person 
■an hold the kite by toe frame, tail 
downward (never bold onto toe tail) 
and line forward. Drat run along 
tie line beginning near the kite, 
be cau s e the effect is toe same as 
not starting with enough line out 
Running with a short length of line 
and trying to unwind it is not often 
successful either (especially when 
the spool is held and not allowed to 
unwind itself). 

A very amusing ritual to observe 
is a flier running with the line and 
Ms assistant running behind him 
holding the kite as though it were an 
aircraft gaining speed for take-ofl. 
Often they reach the end of toe 
"runway" before the kite is re¬ 
leased; iif • good wind toe kite will 
fly In spite of this procedure, leaving 


the flier convinced success was due 
to the procedure. 

Of course, the most interesting 
sight is someone running to launch a 
kite In a gale sad often with the 
wind! This brings to mind that 
strong winds create violent turbu¬ 
lence near the ground and you 
should begin with plenty of line ouy^ 
to reach a steadier upper layer or 
wind. Medium winds (10-20 mph) 
are toe easiest to deal with under 
normal circumstances.

terfere with the structural strength 
of your rig — and don't overlook 
the possibility of getting some foam 
and water-proof material and cove** 
log wooden meats yourself. 

Have you ever thought you might 
be able to make better use of that 
apace under the deck? Why not tako 
the measurements for a shelf this 
week. Such shelves can be ideal 
storage places for lines, bumpers, 
extra life Jackets, paddles, spare 
anchor, and fishing tackle. And don’t 
forget that underseat areas can be¬ 
come excellent cupboards, if you 
have need of them. 

Floor boards, paddle slots, tool 
cases, or rope racks, there ara 
many ways you can improve ami 
tailor your boat to your personal 
needs. For som you will want to 
consult an expert boat builder, and 
for others you will be limited only 
by your own imagination or ideas 
you are able to adapt from other 
rigs. 

H there is some changeable in¬ 
convenience on your boat that you’d 
like to eliminate, or some 
you’d like to make, do it as soon 
as possible. You’D have the satis¬ 
faction of getting the job done —

There is no ifmple “rule of 
thumb” for the correct engine 
height or vertical angle. Each boat 
is different, and every installation 
must be handled differently. Wood 
points out that although height 
and angle are two different things, 
they must be considered together. 

As a starting paint, the engine 
should be mounted so that the cavi¬ 
tation plate is parallel to and 
slightly below the bottom of the 
boat. The angle adjustment rod 
should be set hi the second notch. 
Remember, these are Jin* starting 
points, and both engine height and 
lower unit angle can and should be 
changed if c t re u matanoea call tor

A shakedown cruise is a must,

One of the oldest and most exciting of man's play¬ 
time activities is kite-flying. It's a kind of game between 
man and nature, often an exhilerating ramble in the 
wind, sometimes a challenge, but almost always vi¬ 
carious enjoyment of freedom. 


Cavitation and excessive spray 
can usually be traced to the height 
of the motor. Cavltatfcn occurs when 
the engine is mounted too high on 
the transom and air Is introduced 
into the path of the propeller. Air 
has less resistance, and the im¬ 
peller Is free to turn at a much 
faster rata. 


Excessive spray, caused by the 
spray plate an the lower untt, means 
the enghw is mounted too low on 
the transom. 


Porpoising (the bow seems to 
bounce on the water, and plowing 
(the bow seems to smack into the 
•rater) can often be traced to the 
angle of the lower unit. One w ord of 
caution: The weight at passengers 
and extra gear could be the cul¬ 
prit. To correct porpoising, move 
weight forward. If the bow is plow¬ 
ing, move weight aft 

If re-arranging equipment doesn't 
solve the problem, you may have 
a minor defect in the hull. Changing 
the angle of the lower unit win com¬ 
pensate for this defect, although 
you may sacrifice some perform¬ 
ance efficiency. Porpoising can be 
cored by moving the lower unit 
closer to the transom. Plowing can 
be cured by moving the tower unit 
away from the transom.

Things Hke that extra couple of 
feet of space that make it easy to 
handle • fishing rod. Or a good set 
of fenders that greatly reduce your 
damage worries when docking. 
Or a Pierage place that, keeps 
paddles, lines and tools out from 
under your feet. 

A big part of the fun of boating 
can come from adding those "little 
things” that make your rig just a 
little more suited to your use of It. 
And the best time to get at refining 
the family ship la right now. 

The basis on which to select your 
upgrading jobs is your own experi¬ 
ence, of course. Start by eliminating 
problems that you may have en¬ 
countered last year and by adding 
features that you may have wished 
for. 

For example, many boatmen 
who enjoy long cruises often wish 
they had a larger fuel capacity. 
Your dealer has a variety of port¬ 
able and permanent tanks from 
which to choose — and installation 
of a purchased or homemade frame 
to house it is a simple and timely 
project now.

Although we in the 20th century 
are steeped in science and technol¬ 
ogy, tote-flying methods are still 
practioed mainly from the stand¬ 
point ot magic, ritual, old wives' 
tales and Imitation — ail hit and 
miss, and irrational in approach. 

Sometimes, under good condi¬ 
tions, a kite flier may experience 
success because of his procedures 
— but more often in spite of them. 
When conditions change, the flier 
win persist with the same proce¬ 
dures, Insisting: “WeD, that’s the 
way I got it up before.” 

Some will actually take the 
advioe of a sophisticated flier 
(usually just to be pleasant) and are 
amazed at the results. Other simply 
persist in repeating the method 
which once brought success, but 
alas, today the magic just doesn't 
work. 

H failure continues it is eventu¬ 
ally a t trib u ted to the kite. 

Hie successful flier, regardless of 
the type of kite he owns, swears by 
it. Generally the novice* or poor 
flier* judge kites according to 
whether they happen to launch them 
successfully. 

The so ph i sti cated (can fly them 
aS) discuss specific features of totes 
and the various capers that can be 
performed with each type. They 
usually own or make a variety of 
types. Actually, kites are very easy 
to fty — it*a just that moat

R difficult. It's like trying to walk on 
your hands in a foot-race. 

Theories on how kites fly are 
varied and oftimes unnecessarily 
complicated. The simplest la to 
cpnsider the kite a planing device 
that ride* the wind the way water- 
skis ride on water. A stondiver could 
ride (fly) water-skis underwater if 
he were towed by a submarine. 
Whether the kite requires a tail for 
balance is immaterial for it still 
works the same way — it rides lha 
wind. 

So, bow do you fly a kite? 

Simple — (a) shape It so that It 
planes (rides) on the wind and (b) 
make sure It reaches a brisk steady 
wind. 

The following explanations and 
diagrams are designed to show you 
how. Because flying a tote is so 
simple there a few rules to do ft 
right. 

There are mare things done to 
make them mat fly, so we must also 
examine what not to do or what to 
avoid. Construction or rigging of 
kites wiH not be discussed, as books 
on the subject are available. Com¬ 
mercially available toy kites an 
carefully and properly rigged and 
should not be altered; also many ara 
accompanied by excellent instruc¬ 
tions — H only they were read and 
fallowed.

The chief clerk of the company, 
Joseph D. McKay, told the Indian 
that he would fix his gun for nothing 
and give the old brave a free bottle 
of rum if he would bring some in. 

But they did not see the Indian 
tram the distant inlet for some time. 
He had grown sick during the 
winter. But next spring he toted a 
load. He had brought it by canoe. 
McKay was excited. 

“It’s wonderful coal!" he ex¬ 
claimed to his boss, Sir James 
Douglas. “Just as good as Scot¬ 
land !’* 

... And so coal was discovered 
on Vancouver’s Island. 

They soon outfitted Hie famed 
barque The Cad boro and eventually 
pulled into the quiet inlet, four days' 
sail away. There was coal sticking 
out as if pleading with them to take 
it. There were outcroppings on the 
islands and on the mainland. 
“Please take me,” it seemed to say. 

Gold bad been discovered in 
California. Steamships were coming 
lip and down the coast. Oregon was 
opening up. The United States was 
sending mail boats into the mouth of 
the Columbia. They needed ooaL 


Sir James Douglas tost no time. 
Here was a way to brighten up hit 
reports back home. Here was a way 
to show the value of his Island. He 
could see abend the great possibili¬ 
ties. 

Not sure of Ids position even yet 
in the international situation, be 
wanted to claim it for the company, 
far the British flag, for the coming 
Confederation of Canada, 

The initial discovery of eoal an 
Vie Island—«t Fart Rupert (at 
Hardy Bay) bad been a disappoint¬ 
ment Real Old Country miners had 
been brought out tor this, blit were 
now transferred to this new black 
bonanza and coal seams began to be 
developed on Vancouver Island. 
Pioneering names were Muirs, GU- 
mour, McGregor, Raymond. The 
Muirs had the first contract, there 
being John Muir and hla two sons. 
They were real experienced Scottish 
miners. Another was Boyd Gilmour, 
uncle of James Dunsmuir and 
brother-in-law of Robert Dunsmui^ 
They were the great mining family 
and took over after the Muirs. Soon 
the Hudson's Bay company mines at 
Wintuhusen Inlet were doing 50 tons 
a day. 

The spelling of this latter inlet 
was what was bothering Sir James, 


as be bad to write it so many times 
in Mi reports. The Indians called the 
inlet Sne-ny-mo, meaning “whole or 
big strong tribe.” % began to write 
it this way, turning it to ''Nanaimo.’* 

Why give the Spaniards credit, 
far Jose Maria Narvaez had named 
It Wintuhusen in 1791 after Capt 
Bago Del Wtetuhusen, first there. 
Had not the Indians brought him 
this wonderful find, and he had now 
to depend on them to help mine it. It 
began to become Nanaimo in his 
letters. Nanaimo it was as far as be 
was aoncerned and (hat became the 
name by which it is known today. 

Early struggles to get the Indians 
working in the mine* are interest¬ 
ing. They could not trust the natives 
to man the winches because if these 
saw a passing canoe of other 
Indians, they were likely to drop 
everything and rush out to give 
battle, thus endangering the miners 
below. 

, At first much of the coal was 
bought from the tribesmen. As the 
mines grew, the Indians worked on 
a "cash and oarry” basis, mining 
and loading the vessels as well. 

They received the equivalent of 
one shirt a day. But the company 
brought In tobacco, glass beads, 
kettles and blankets for them. Soon 
the good ships Recovery and Cad- 
boro were loaded with the first coal 
leaving Vancouver Island, the first 
shipment going out Sept. 3, 1853. 

Mr. Muir, the head man, pro¬ 
nounced the coal equal to English 
coal. He thought that 10,000 tons a 
day could be raised by native labor. 
McKay, more conservative, thought 
a thousand. 

But Nanaimo was on her way to 
develop one of the greatest historical 
regions of the Pacific Coast Soon

next year Ihe Princess Royal 
arrived at Eaquimalt with 31 
Staffordshire miners and their famfc 
lies — 85 persons In all. These were 
a cheery pioneer lot who made thg 
best of first hardships and many are 
proud today to be descended front 
fids hardy stock. 

From then on Nanaimo did not 
look back. She grew, keeping pace 
with the growth of the Pacific Coast, 
and the collieries, crude at first —• 
and sometimes tragically set back 
with explosions and fires, neverthe¬ 
less roared and ohugged ahead, aft 
we all know. 

A great fortune grew with the 
Durwmutrs, father and son, whose 
uncle was Boyd Gilmour who had 
pioneered the early development 
along with the Muirs. Then came the 
railway, needed following the ooal| 
and other things on the Island 
followed suit. But Nanaimo was the 
heart. It celebrated In 1949 the 100th 
anniversary of the finding, of coal. II 
has a great spirit. The spirit at 
achievement. Of use to the world. 

, . . And the old Indian who found 
the “stone that burned" must have 
often watched the laden ships go out 
and thought proudly of the day he 
had his gun fixed. It is said that 
they also bought him a top hat and 
he was proud to be known as "Coal 
Tyee” ... or “Goal King." (Indians 
still celebrate every summer a 
“Coal Tyee" day and picnic). 

That year, 1949, Nanaimo cele¬ 
brated her Centennial of Coal 
Discovery under the name of 
Nanaimo's Jubilee, attached to the 
slogan “100 years of Coal, and 73 
years of Incorporation." 

It is 21 years later and coal 
mining appears to be almost a thing 
of the past in Nanaimo. A Safeway 
Store stands where the eld No. X 
Pithead once stood. 

We stand here today with our 
towering buildings and whizzing 
motor cars, and time looks back to 
an historic blacksmith shop in Fort 
Victoria where an old Indian curi¬ 
ously watches a glowing coal fire ia 
a forge.

Brewin and MacDonald attack 
Britain for supporting (with sophis¬ 
ticated weaponry and bland official 
statements) the "policy of famine" 
pursued by the Lagos government, a 
policy described by the Toronto 
Globe and Mail as "heartless and 
Machiavellian.” 

They also lash the United Nations 
for its refusal to take any initiative 
and point to the Irony that in 1968, 
the year designated by the UN as 
International Year for Human 
Rights, the Biafran tragedy was not 
even placed on the UN agenda. 

But their main attack — which is 
reasoned, well documqpted and, in 
the circumstances, astonishingly un¬ 
emotional — is directed against the 
Trudeau government for its refusal 
to initiate a UN debate. 

"It is distressing,” they write, 
“that foe government of Canada, a 
nation which prides itself on its 
modern and up-to-date concern for 
human rights, should have insisted 
mi a superficial, erroneous, and 
antiquated interpretation of inter¬ 
national law as a pretext for its do- 
nothing policy on Biafra.”

That. In fact, telling Lagos how to 
behave in Biafra was tantamount to 
acknowledging de Gaulle's right to 
dictate to Ottawa over the ^Jebao 
question. 

With this book, Canada and ft* 
Biafran Tragedy, Brewin and Mac¬ 
Donald have now fully discharged 
their duty by documenting this 
country’s sin of ommission. Their 
case, challengingly argued, should 
be widely read and studied. 

It may be too late to save foe 
proud Ibua of Biafra from virtual

Kenneth Peacock, who collected 
and edited the material, is also 
responsible for the musical trans¬ 
criptions and toe photography. All 
songs used in this sample of 
Doukhobor singing are on records 
contained in a flap at the bade of 
the book. 

The recording sessions, most c t 
which took place at Grand Forks, 
B.C., were impromptu affairs and 
some of toe participants had never 
previously indulged in part-singing. 
The results obtained were always 
interesting and in some cases quite 
beautiful and technically astounding. 

Peacock, who received every 
assistance from the Doukhobors, has 
also written a brief history of these 
staunch and persecuted people. 

This extremely worthwhile pro¬ 
ject should help considerably to 
right the wrong caused by the over¬ 
playing by the mass media of toe 
antics of the Sons of Freedom, who 
constitute but a tiny minority sect of 
the simple, gentle, hard-working 
Doukhobor oommunity in Canada.

DUCK?’

Long years ago in the Dark Ages 
when we were first enthralled by 
the voices coming from far-off 
through thin air and emerging 
from little boxes in the living- 
room, we heard a co median 
whose tag line was , (remember?) 
“Wanna Buy a Duck?'* 

I don't reoall his name, or why he was selling 
ducks, but the slogan emerged the other day 
from the back of that cloudy little puddle I call 
my mind, when I was talking to Mrs. Frank 
Wood, of 4815 Townsend Road. 

She creates ducks. Scores ot them. Ducks, 
drakes, and whole families of little ones, some of 
them about four inches or so in length, none 
larger, many of them quite tiny, but, mounted, 
singly or in groups, all of them unmistakably 
duck-like. 

They are nothing more nor less than rock. 
Natural rock, which «he has hunted up on the 
beaches of Island View or Sooke, and brought 
home to study for duck shapes . . . two rocks for 
each bird, one for the body, one for the head. She 
also manages to bring in the basic strata of the 
cock, so that the markings give an impression of 
wings. This. I think, together with the artistry 
with which she employs matching heads and 
bodies and gets the small heads on fthey are 
gluedi at exactly the right angle, is what gives 
diem their lifelike appearance. 

Mrs. Wood — her name Is Malvina, but her 
Iriends, she says, all call her Nanay — is one of 
that happy breed, the inveterate beachcomber, 
ihe loves rocks, and is fascinated by the endless 
variety' in shape, color and construction which is 
to be found here on our coast. She also loves 
birds, so there you are! 

Soe has been at work on her imaginative 
fwbby for more than a year now, having given 
birth to the idea during a restless night or so 
when she was wishing she could do something — 
any thing — with the quantities of rock which she 
eould never resist picking up and bringing home. 
The result was the ducks. 

“Although,” she commented, "they haven't 
always turned out to be ducks! This one was an 
Eskimo t” 

She showed me a little figure squatting on a 
•lab of driftwood, that was indeed obviously one 
of our northern citizens, complete with parka. 

They are all, ducks, Eskimos, or whatever, 
nntouch'-d. with paint or artifical coloring. She 
brings her treasures home from the beach, 
washes them in Perfex. "What I used to think, 
was just sea smell now’ seems like pollution in¬ 
stead." she said, and that's all the preparation 
they get. 

One of the most intriguing little groups in her 
collection consists of a mother bird and three 
•mall ducklings, mounted on a segment of what 
was once a cork float. This occupies a position of 
honor in the llvingroom, because it’s her 
husband '3 favorite. 

He, she 3akl, goes along very contentedly with 
her hobby, and encourages her. In fact, when he

pockets loaded with boulders, he made no 
complaint, merely sallied forth and purchased a 
knapsack, in which be now carries for her her 
•tony finds. 

Nor, she went on, does he mind If, when he 
comes home from his work at an auditor at the 
dockyard, instead of a dinner in process of 
cookery, there are rocks all over the kitchen! 

She hasn’t, as yet, a workroom, so they are 
considering the possibility of building her * little 
studio somewhere on their attractive acreage, 
which, in addition to flowerbeds and lawn, has 
been left partially wild ... a thing rare and 
peaceful to see, in today's ever-shrinking living 
quarters. 

Mrs. Wood could use a studio, certainly. She 
is studying sculpture at the local adult classes, 
and has accomplished some very worthwhile 
figures in clay. Notable amongst those she 
showed me are a terra-cola mother an d child, an 
Indian woman in costume, art - old woman shelling 
peas, and a larger figure of a man (yawing grain. 


She enjoys working In clay, apparently, 
almost as much as putting together her atone 
ducks. 

"It's lovely stuff to handle," she explains, 
"and the beauty of it is that If you make a mess 
of something, you just bash It all flat and start 
again!” 

She* and Frank Wood are not native 
Victorians. They have come from Calgary. For a 
while they lived at Duncan, where he was an 
accountant for the local hospital. They came to 
Victoria because her mother and father were 
here, and they have lived in their present home 
for the last 16 years. They have no children. 

Nancy Wood thinks that Victoria is a most 
Inspiring place lor artists of all kinds, and isn't 
surprised that the city and its environs has them 
in such numbers. 

She herself gives much of her work away, 
although some of the results of her unusual craft 
may be found on sale in Bastion Square. 

So that's where you go if you wanna buy a 
duck!
